Evidences of Guilt.

ments in the Dreyfus, Esterhazy and Pic- 
quart cases. ‘The first question I will ask 
here is,"" said the witness, ‘“‘is Dreyfus 
guilty? My conviction of his guilt is based 
on three grounds: 

‘<First—His confessions to Capt. Le Brun 
Renault. 

‘‘Becond—The technical nature of the con- 
tents of the bordereau. 

“Third—The results of the examination 
of the secret dossier. 

“TI will add to these three points the evi- 
Gence of the expert Bertillon Caugnter as 
indirect proof, and the means employed by 
the Dreyfus family to secure the prisoner's 
rehabili.ation. 

“T protest that a campaign has been un- 
dertaken against justice, truth and our 
country.” 

The Major's outburst evoked smiles and 
dissent, coupied with marks of aseent from 
the assembled Generals. 

The witness next epoke of the secret dos- 
sier of the War Ministry, containing in- 
formation relating to the interview be- 
tween M. Trarie, former Minister of Jus- 
tice, and Count Ternieli!, the Italian Am- 
baseador, “which country,’’ said Cuignet, 
‘“benefiied by the treachery.” 

Regarding the confessions said to have 
been made to Capt. Le Brun Renault, wit- 
ness said he still believed they were  au- 
thentic. adding: “If people do not believe 
the confessions to Capt. Le Brun Renault 
they will believe no human testimony,”

BOISDEFFRE TESTIFIES. 


Believes Dreyfus Guiity, but Makes 
Admissions in Prisoner’s Favor. 

There was a thrill in court when 
Gen. de Boisdeffre, the former chief 
of the general staff of the French 
army, advanced to the witness box 
and took the customary 
tell the truth in the Dreyfus case. The 
General remarked that in view of the ex- 
haustive evidence already given he would 
try to be brief. He hurriediy reviewed the 
leakage in the Ministry of War,: the dis- 
covery of the bordereau, the arrest and 
trial of Dreyfus and the latter’s alleged 
confessions, before the ceremony of degra- 
dation, to Capt. Le Brun Renault. He said 
he believed the confessions were genuine. 
He next referred to Col. Picquart’s appear- 
ance in the intelligence department, al- 
rego the witness had hesitated to appoint 
him because he thought Picquart too self- 
confident and not sufficientiy deferential 
toward his chiefs. 

“It has been said,’ continued Gen. de 
Boisdeffre. ‘‘that a secret package of papers 
was shown the judges of the court-martial 
of 1894. I positively assert that, eo far as 
I am concerned, I never ordered Col. Pic- 
quart to convey any envelope to Col. 
Maure)l. I may add that Col. Picquart never 
doubted the guilt of Dreyfus and m ver even 
expressed doubts of his guilt when he took 
over the duties of Chief of the Intel.igence 
Department. The first instructions I gave 
were to follow up the Dreyfus affair and it 
is well known what was the result of thege 
instructions.” 

The General next described the interview 
between himself and Col. Picquart when 
the latter first mentioned Esterhazy with- 
out, however, connecting him with the 
Dreyfus affair. Witness discredited Col. 
Picquart’s etatement that the latter asked 
him (witness) not to mention the investiga- 
ion to Gen. Gonze. 

‘Gen. Gonze,’’ said Boisdeffre, “Is a 
friend of 30 years’ standing. I have al- 
‘ways had the greatest confidence in him 
'and should certainly not have entertained 
a request to leave him in ignorance of what 
| was occurring.” 
| Gen. de Boisdeffre, whose evidence was 
‘attentively followed, especially by the mem- 

bers of the court-martiak then related the 
incidents of his Interviews with Picquart, 
|'how he sent Picquart to see Gen. Gonze 
and Gen. Gonze's subsequent letter to the 
witness, advising a continuance of the in- 
vestigations regarding Esterhazy, put add- 
ing that the aftair must not be mixed up 
with the Dreyfus affair. As Col. Picquart 
persisted in trying to hurry matters and 
was neglecting his other duties, the wit- 
ness proposed to the Minister of War to 
send him, not in disgrace on a mission to 
Tonking, but the Minister of War, the 
General asserted, found another mission 
for him. 

Everything, the General added, went 
quietly for a year, until M. Scheurer Kest- 
ner intervened. This was followed by the 
denunciation of Jisterhazy by Matthew 
Dreyfus and the inquiry into Esterhazy’s 
proceedings. 


Denounces the Prisoner. 
“At that time,’’ the witness sald, “I was 
convincei of the guilt of Dreyfus and this 


conviction is as strong to-day as ever.’ | 


(Sensation.) 
‘ regard it as an abominable crime,”’ 
continued the General, ‘‘to have endeavored 
to substitute for him a man of straw, how- 
ever. disreosutable he may have been and 
whatever his offenses, which, In any case, 
would not lessen the guilt of Dreyfus. My 
conviction {s the same as at the commence- 
ment of the affair.

“You know the result,”’ said he, appa- 
rently much moved. “I will not tell you 
what I suffered at that moment. As soon 
as everything was ended I tendered my 
resignation, but was asked to withdraw it. 
I was told every man could make a mis- 
take, but I replied that while everyone 
was liable to err, everyone had not the 
misfortune, as I had, to assert to a jury 
that a document was genuine when in 
reality it was forged; that everyone ought 
to stand by one’s word and that when a 
man happened to experience such a mis- 
fortune there was nothing left for him 
but go away, and from that moment I 
have held aloof.” (Sersation.)

Following the appearance of Gen. de Bois- 
deffre there was a brief suspension of the 


isitting, and then Gen. Gonze, who 
was uNMder-chief of the general staff, 


| was called to the witness. stand. 
'He explained the motives which in- 
‘fluenced his actions during the past few 
years and said he believed he was “ani- 
mated by the loftiest aims, name.y, the 
protection of the army against the criml- 
nal attacks made on it from all sides.”’ 
| In this connection Gen. Gonze dwelt

BAPTISM WILL BE OCONFERRED 
BY FATHER DEMPSEY. 


Four Hundred Children to Be Sent to 
the Public Schools If the Con-

Five hundred members of St. Patrick's 
congregation in East St. Louis assembled 
in open mass meeting outside the church 
last night and reaffirmed their determina- 
tion not to permit a German priest to pre- 
side over the parish.

The speakers cautioned the people not 
to attend mass or other duties at St. 
Mary's Chapel, where Father Cluse, the 
objectionable appointee, is now stationed. 
Jt was hinted that several had sent their 
children there to be baptized. 

The statement was made that the Rev. 
Father Timothy omepeey. rector of St. 
Patrick’s Church, St. Louis, had promised 
to confer the sacrament of baptism on all 
who were referred to him, 

This information put the audience in good 
humor. For five Minutes the applause was 
deafening.

DERED TO SAN FRANCISOO. 


ONE NEW MAJOR A MISSOURIAN. 


The Twenty-Seventh, Thirty-First and 
Thirty-Fourth the First Chosen 
for Philippine Service. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 19.—The following 
dispatch was to-day sent by the Adjutant- 
General to the commanding officer of the 
Twenty-seventh, Thirty-first and Thirty- 
fourth Volunteer Regiments of Infantry: 

“Orders of to-day will direct that your 
regiment be placed en route for San Fran- 
cisco as soon as transportation can be pro- 
vided by the quartermaster-general On 
arrival at San Francisco your regiment 
will go into camp at Presidio and its in- 
structions in target practice, etc., con- 
tinued until trarsports are ready te take 
your command to Manila. Acknowledge 
receipt with any remarks you may have to 
make for the information of the War De- 
partment.” 

The Twenty-seventh is at Camp Meade, 
the Thirty-first at Fort Thomas, Ky., the 
Thirty-fourth at Fort Logan, Colo. 

The Quartermaster’s Department to-day 
directed that the Glenogie and the Tacoma 
of the Northern Pacific steamship line be 
chartered for carrying troops to Manila. 
The Glenogle will carry 800 and the Tacoma 
650 men. 

Orders were issued from the War De- 
partment to-day, placing all Majors, Cap- 
tains and Lieutenants appointed for the 
new regiments on recruiting duty. They 
will assist the nearest recruiting officer for 
&@ period of about one week and will then 
conduct their recruits to the rendezvous. 

The first ten regiments of volunteers are 
complete and there is a surplus of about 
#0 men for the regiments in the Philip- 
Pines, and the next ten being raised. The 
enlistments yesterday were 436, making a 
total of 14,666.

“Walter Wellman and the survivors of 
the polar expedition led by him arriye’ 
here Wednesday evening on the steamer 
Capella, having successfully completed 
their exploraticns in Franz-Josef Land. 

“Mr. Wellman has discovered important 
new lands and many islands. 

“The expedition brings a grim story of 
arctic tragedy. In the autumn of 1598 an 
outpost called Fort McKinley was estab- 
lished in latitude 81. It was a house built 
of rocks and roofed over with walrus hide. 
Two Norwegians, Paul Bjorvig and Bert 
Bentsen, the latter of whom was with Nan- 
gen on the Fram, remained there. 

“The main party wintered in a canvas- 
covered hut called Harmsworth House at 
Cape Tegethoff, on the southern point of 
Hall’s Island, latitude &0. 

“About the middle of February, before 
the rise of the sun to its winter height, Mr. 
Wellman, with three Norweglans _— 45 
dGogs, started north. It was the eariiest 
sledge journey on record in that high lati- 
tude. 

"On reaching Fort McKinley Mr. Well- 
man found Bentsen dead, but Bjorvig, ac- 
cording to prcmise, had nape the body In 
the house, sleeping beside it through two 
months of arctic darkness.

All 
steam Was put on and the boat went for- 
ward. That was the beginning of a many 
days’ fight with the ice. Sometimes the ves- 
sel seemed wedged in where it could never 
loosen itself either by forward or back- 
ward yore Again it seemed the screw 
or the rudder had certainly been lost In the 
crush.ng progress But the Captain over- 
came every difficulty, and for him Mr. Well- 
man had words of the warmest praise. 

When the party had been landed on Franz 
Josef Land the Frithjof steamed back for 
Tromsoe, bearing the last news that was 
heard of the party until the arrival of the 
survivors in romsoe. 

Unfortunately the dispatches from Trom- 
soe do not state the exact latitude Which the 
Wellman“ party reached. Probably it was 
not so far north as Dr. Nansen went in 
129. That explorer reached latitude 86.14, 
within 260 miles of the pole. Since then 
Norway has held the honor of having sent 
one of its sons farthest north. Before 
that time America had the honor for 13 
years, as a result ot Greely’s expedition in 
1882.

Picquart Re-Enters. 


At this point Col. Picquart re-entered the 
witness box in order to reply to allega- 
tions aa to the way he performed his du- 
ties. He denied a number of Gen. Gonze’s 
statements regarding the arrests which the 
witness orderec. Picquart also described 
the extraordinary methods of investigation 
employed in the intelligence department by 
his predecessors. 

Counsel for the defense, after emphasiz-

The Bordereau, Petit Bleu and Secret 
Dossier So Often Referred to 
in the Trial. 


THE BORDEREAU. 


The famous bordereau (memorandum 
list), which {s acknowledged to be the main 
evidence against Dreyfus, is said to have 
been discovered in April, 18M, among pa- 
pers in the German Embasey, !n the par- 


ticular Eopartmons of Col. Count Schwarz- 
koppen, the military attache, by secret 
emissaries of the French government. 

It is in translation as follows:

THE PETIT. BLEU. 

“Petit Blue” (literally ‘“‘little blue’’) ts 
the Parisian expression for pneumatic tube 
postal cards. They are called thus on ac- 
count of their size and color, and they are 
exclusively used for pneumatic tube ser- 


vice. It was such a “‘little blue” that 
brought Col. Picquart, the Dreyfus parti- 
san, into prison on a charge of forgery. 
The Colonel was chief of the bureau of in- 
formation of the War Department, and in 
this capac:ty one of his slueths handed him 
in May, 18%, a number of papers secured 
from the waste paper baskets in the Ger- 
man Embassy. These apers contained 
scraps of the “petit blue” directed to Maj. 
Esterhazy, 27 Rue de la Bienfaisance, Paris, 
and when the scraps were pasted together 
it was found to contain the following mes- 
sage: 

“[ expect above all a more detailed state- 
ment than the one you recently gave me 
concerning the pending question, I ask sou, 
consequently, to give it to me in writing, 
so that I can come to some conclusion 
whether or not to continue my relations 
to the house of R.’ 

The message was signed “'C,”’ 
tained no postmark. 

The fact that it was found tn the Ger- 
man Embassy made it of importance, (Col. 
Picquart set inquiries on foot and pro- 
cured specimens of BPsterhagy'’s handwrit- 
me: The latter was in every way identica] 
th that of the bordereau, and Picquart 
then became convinced that Esterhazy and 
not Dreyfus was the traitor. The genera)

THE SECRET DOSSIER. 

The secret dossier, which figures so prom- 
inently in the Dreyfus case, is @ collection 
of papers belonging to the war depariment 
and collected in connection with the case. 


These papers are said to contain proof of 
Dreyfus’ guilt even beyond the bordereau. 
During the first Dreyfus triel this dossier 
(which tn free translation would mean “‘re- 
cord of the case’) was submitted to the 
court-martial in executive seasion, not even 
Dreyfus’ attorneys being permitted to be 
present during this exam.nation. There 
are. all toid. some 40 documents in tle@s 
collection. hese papers are examined in 
secret session, but Dreyfus’ attorneys are 
present, so they may be informed of the 
record of the charges based upon these pa- 
pers.

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SCOUNDRELS OR FOCLS. 


The Dreyfus trial yesterday made no real progress be- 
cause no real evidence was offered. The testimony cabled 
in full to the Post-Dispatch is a mass of mere opinion, or 
pretense of opinion. 

Maj. Cuignet, a former attache of the War Office, re- 
hearsed a carefully prepared declamation setting forth his 
conviction that Dreyfus was a traitor. He put much weight 
upon the fact that when Dreyfus was a probationer in 1893 
he was very euger to master all the details of military. plans 
and was especially desirous of getting a comprehensive view 
of the general plan of campaign. 

This, the witness thought, went to show that the officer 
was a subtle scoundrel, collecting secrets to sell to foreign 
Governments. That it might be evidence of a praiseworthy 
disposition to qualify himself for better service ‘to his 
own country by improving himself in military science, did 
not seem to occur to this declamatory defender of the “honor 
of the army.” 

Gen. de Boisdeffre, former Chief of the General Staff, was 
a sorry figure as a prosecuting Witness. He swore that he 


believed the bordereau was written by Dreyfus; he believed 
that the alleged confession of the accused officer was genu- 
ine. But he had to admit that he believed the paper fabri- 
cated by Col. Henry was genuine until that hapless officer 
confessed himself a forger. He had offered this rascally 
document to his Government as evidence of Dreyfus’ guilt, 
and when the deception was exposed resigned his high of- 
fice because he felt himself discredited. 

Altogether it seemed a Dreyfus day. Pretty much every line 
of writing produced in this curious case as evidence of guilt 
has turned out to be a forgery, but the army men go on 
reiterating their ‘belief’ that ne mistake was made when 
Dreyfus was convicted. At this distance, the Generals, who 
are standing up for the “honor of the army,” appear to be 
either unmitigated scoundrels or credulous fools. 
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Lawyer Root will doubtless see that our new volunteers 
are not starved and neglected, as were those who enlisted for 
the Spanish war. Gen. Alger was no lawyer. 
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EXPLOIT THE VOLCANOES 


One of our newly-acquired volcanoes in Hawaii, known by 
the awkward name of Mokuoaweoweo, has sent out a stream 
of lava 70 miles long, the crust of which has hardened so as 
to form a sort of pipe line.

HE WAS A GREAT VIOLINIST. 


Uh 


HE IS THE VICTIM OF AN IN- 
CURABLE DISEASE. 


For Years His Old Friends Have 
Thought Him Abroad or Dead 
While He Has Been Living 
in a Poor Quarter of 
the City. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Aug. 19.—As herein 
set forth the story of Vincent von Rola 
Macieiinski, than whom a courtiier gentle- 
man and more gifted musical scholar never 
resided within the city walls, might, if 
read in some story of fiction, be condemned 
as too improbable. 

Less than 10 years ago Maclielinskli, a 
Pol:sh Baron and a politica! exile from his 
native land; came to Kansas City and by 
his wonderful talents as a musician won 
the plaudits of all and easily assumed the 
posit.on of master among all the lovers of 
music in the town. In his hands a violin 
was a living instrument that laughed or 
cried, wept or sang. His name was in 
every mouth. The highest social circles of 
the city d.d him every honor. He jumped 
to the zenith of local fame at a single 
bound. His violin with its wild mediey of 
beautiful songs was heard at every wedding 
in high life, and no social function was 
complete w:thout his presence. Those who 
worshiped at his musical shrine are not apt 
to forget his genius, or the soul and fire 
that he drew from the musical strings, and 
it is still said that as is the Polish Pade- 
rewski to the plano so was this Polish exile 
to the violin. 

Macielinski is now living In a Httle cot- 
tage on the east side. He is ill and in all 
but absolute poverty. For nearly a year 
his lower limbs have been paralyzed. He 
lies on a pallet. His long black hair is 
thrown back from his forehead and 
reaches to his shoulders. And added to 
this came a final demand from the owner 
of the li.tle cottage that Macielinski should 
leave the house forever, and out of this— 
another story, colored with rage and jeal- 
ousy and a flerce fight in which the once 
famous violinist took part—arises the se- 
ries of facts that once again bring Maclei- 
inski into .he pubic eye. 

It was nine years ago that Mactelinsk! 
came to Kansas City, and up to 1894 or 1895 
he was known as a teacher, a leader. of 
orchestras and a player of the violin. Then 
suddenly he fell from the public gaze. He 
was seen no more in the place where once 
his face was so famil.ar. He had gone 
away, it was said. Some said they heard 
of him in other countries. Gradually he 
was all but forgotten except by those who 
siiil remember his playing. 

Yet ne nad never ieft the city, and all 
this time has lived a life so quiet and re- 
treating that none of his old time frieds 
or acquaintances ever saw his face or 
knew that he was still living in the city, 
and the new friends and accosiates he has 
made possibie never connected him with 
the Macielinski who once had taken fne 
city by storm, 

It was three years ago that Macilelinski 
went to live at the east side home, and in 
payment for his home there it was agreed 
iat he shouid teach certain members of 
the family to play the violin and the piano, 
All went well for a time until the husband 
grew jealous and made things unp.easant. 

“Trities Hight as air became strong as 
The trouble came to 
a c.imax last Friday, when, angered be- 
yond endurance by what was probaoly a 
foolish jealousy, he grasped his wife by 
the throat, it is al.eged, and while chok- 
ing her had raised his other hand as if to 
strike her down. Macie.i’.ski, lying on his 
cot, heard and saw the attack. The strug- 
giing figures swayed half way -into his 
room. Answering the woman's cries he 
slipped from the cot and picked up a drink- 
ing glass and ‘hurled it with ali his might 
at the husband’s head. It struck fim ' 
in the face, breaking his nose and badly 
bruising bis eyes and iorehe@ad. Bul uw yuu 
thing happened. With the force of the 
biow the giass rebounded and fell back 
into Macie:inskKi’s outsiretched hand. But 
he ‘had mo need to throw it again.

By its side was a pen 
and .nk sketch of Ysaye, the violinist. ne 
face in the sketch was aimost a speaking 
counterpart of what Maciel.nski’s was near- 
ly 10 years ago. and perhaps that is the 
reason it hangs there. 
“Why did I throw the glass?" he said 
in answer to a question. “Because I aid 
right to do so.

“T have retired from the world long 
ago; I wish to live quietiy,” he said. “For 
nearly a year my legs have been paralyzed 
and I cannot wa.k. It ts locomotor ataxia. 
This the doctors say they cannot cure and 
so I am now taking treatment from the 
Christian Sc.en.ists. 

“Yes I think their treatment has helped 
me some.”’

In nine years the violinist has run 
through the extremes of iife—from having 
a happy home, a beautiful w.fe, success, 
fame, the piaudits of friends, to a sing:e 
life among s.rangers who have taken him 
into their home, and to ill-health, oo? 
sis and probably other things that pride 
would not permit him to confess even to 
himself. 


lt was in 1889 that Baron Macielinski lef: 
Poland to come to the United States. Be- 
fore his exile he had been a professor in a 
conservatory of music in arsaw. His 
family belonged to the Polish nobility. Stop- 
ping in New York for a time his playing 
was received with enthusiasm, and finaily 
Sarsate characteriz:d his ability as extra- 
pe sm 5 Rudolph Richter, then tn charge 
of the Kansas City Conservatory of Music

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ON NEARLY EVERY NECESSARY 
OF LIFE PRICES ARE HIGHER, 


a 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 19.—The cost of the 
necessaries of life are to-day, on an aver- 
age, 15 per cent higher than they were a 
year ago. The wage-earner who supported 
his family on $1000 during the last year must 
now pay $1150 for precisely the same nec- 
essaries and comforts. 

Crops are. plentiful. The supply of raw 
material of all kinds was never larger. 
The amount of manufactured products is 
in excess of that in any previous year. 
Without unnatural manipulation these con- 
ditions would cause a decrease in prices 


instead of an increase. 
Trusts have forced the increase upon the 


people. e 

The prices are going up and the 15 per 
cent increases which the heads of families 
must pay for necessaries goes directly to 
make dividends for largely over-capitalized 
combinations. It is claimed that since the 
trust era there has been a general increase 
in the pay of the wagearner of 10 per cent. 
Thus the worker earns 10 per cent more, 
but pays 15 more to live. 

Retail butchers have advanced the price 
of meat 2 or 3 cents a pound, forced to thig 
by the greed of two trusts. 

An attempt is also being made to form 4 
cattle trust, and if this is accomplished 
meat will go higher yet. 

On March 2 last the National Sah Com- 
pany was incorporated under the benef- 
icent trust laws of New Jersey. 


This company controls 90 per cent of the 
salt plants of this State and Michigan. 

Before the formation of the trust the price 
of fine salt per barrel of 320 pounds was 85 
cents. A few days after the organization 
of the trust an increase in price was made 
of 33 per cent. Since then there have been 
several additional increases and to-day the 
price of a barrel of table salt is $1.50. 

Those to whom the increase means some- 
thing are the farmers who purchase quan- 
tities of the coarser grades of salt for their 
cattle; also the meat packers. The latter 
are not much worried, as they have a trust. 
The farmers and housewives haven't. 

S.nce the formation of the Nationa] Car- 

t Trust there has been a gradual increase 
= prices until now the purchaser pays 
per cent. more than he d:d formerly. 

Eighty per cent of the carpet mills in the 
Eastern and Middie States are control.ed 
by the combination. Outside of these 
States the carpet-making industry Is very 
small and the trust has the bus.ness of the 
whole country fairly within its — par- 
ticularly as it operates in harmony with the 
Wool Trust and kindred combinations. 

There has been an increase in price of 
raw materials used by carpet makers, due 
to combinations of the concerns controll.ng 
the materiais, but this increase is only a 
fraction of that charged by the Carpet 
Trust. 

Furthermore, recent improvements in the 
machinery used in carpet making more than 
offsets the increase in the price of raw ma- 
ter‘als, but the purchaser neverthe.ess pays 
% per cent more than he did for the same 
class of goods. 

The average head of a family has paid, 
perhaps, little attention to the formation 
of such industrial combinations as the Wire 
and Wire Nati Trust, the Chemical Trust, 
the Lumber Trust and the Iron and Steel 
Trusts, thinking that they did not affect 
him. 

Yet he pays Indirectly a share of the in- 
creased price which each of these combina- 
tions has made upon the commodity it con- 
trols. 

For instance, the large dry goods or de- 

artment store at which his wife buys a 
ew yards of cloth ts forced to charge her a 
trifle more because of the operations of the 
trusts above named. It seems a wide and 
disconnected stretch between the yards of 
cloth purchased and the Iron, Steel, Nall, 
Wire, Lumber and Chemical Trusts, but 
nevertheless they all operate to send up 
the price. 

In the firat place, the Chemical Trust has 
‘ncreased the prices of the dyestuffs used 
in coloring the cloth. 

The Lumber Trust has added its mite to 
the price of the pine boards out of which 
the packing case In which the cloth is 
shipped is constructed. 

The Wire Nal Trust has added some- 
thing to the cast of the nails with which 
the Rcorde are fastened together. The Nall 
Trust makes this increase partly for its 
own profit and partly to cover the Increase 
charged by the Steel Trust for the raw 
material. 

The iron bands which are nailed around 
the pack'ng case to strengthen it cost a 
trifle more than they formerly did because 
of the increased price for the raw material 
charged by the Iron Trust. 

In addition to these the operations of the 
Wool or Cotton Mill Trust have contrib- 
uted their share toward raising prices. 

There are 300 trusts ‘tn existence in the 
country, and almost in every instance it 
could be shown that In some way the aver- 
age consumer helps to swell the profits of 
al’ 


i. 

The print-cloth market is three-quarters 
of a cent higher per yard this year than 
last. Practically all the mills of the New 
England States are controlled by a trust. 
but this increase Is not due entire'y to the 
operations of that particular combine. 

The same causes Which contributed to an 

increase of the price of cloth also affected 
the prints. Cotton, however, ts «lightly 
higher than last year. An effort was made 
early this year by leading cotton dealers 
to form a cotton trust with the co-opera- 
tion of the large Southern plantation own- 
ers. The growers, however, could not be 
controled in’ the matter of acreage, ex- 
cept in a minority of cases, and absolute 
control of the raw material is yet to be ef- 
fected. 
The ramifying trusts interested tn the print 
cloth industry, however, itn connection w.th 
the trust most Immediately concerned, have 
caused the prices to go up.

1640 societies with over 1,800,000 members. 
The business done in the past year was

| the war ended Spain ceded the island to 
us a6 &@ measure and condition of peace. 
The war was not. waged for conquest, but 
nevertheless we had a right to demand in- 
demnity for our losses. Our right to take 
the island ia indisputable under the laws 
and usages of nations and under the Con- 
Stitution of the United States. We ac- 
quired it in substantially the same way 
We acquired territory from Mexico at the 
close of our war with that country. The 
cession of Spain transferred sovereignty 
over this island to the United States. From 
the day that cession was ratified the island 
became American territory. It is ours. 
We can keep it or give it up. The people 
of Porto Rico have shown every indication 
of pleasure over their 
Spain and have repeatedly manifested 
their desire to remain with’ us. They have 
sent commissioners to Washington to ask 
the removal of tariff restrictions and that 
they be granted all the rivilieges of Amer- 
loan citizenship. The island itself is of in- 
estimable value to us, and we cannot part 
with it without parting with the great ad- 
vantage ite possession gives or without in- 
curring the hazard of some future embroil- 
ment. We will not part with it. It is idle 
to talk about it. It would invite political 
overthrow to propose it. Long before the 
next election Congress will organize the 
island into a territory, and its civil gov- 
ernment will be administered-tnder Ameri- 
can authority and according to American 
|methods. Ite annexation will be, if it is 
not already, an accomplished fact, and for 
one I rejoice that it is so. I do not be- 
| lieve that anyone will ever seriously pro- 

ose to surrender our sovereignty over this 
sland and I am confident that such a pro- 
posal, if made, would be overwhelmingly 
rejected by the people.

The speech is ex-Gov. Stone's first public 
utterance since the campaign of 1898 and 
since his elevation to the Vice-Chairman- 
ship of the National Democratic Commit- 
tee. 

Ex-Gov. Stone opened his epeech with «a 
eulogy of the late Congressman from the 
district, Richard P. Bland. In eumming up 
Bland's character, he said: 

“He was a manly man, typical of all those 
things that are best and noblest in our 
citizenship. He rose to the highest fame, 
mot at a bound in the midst of calcium 
lights, but by force of manly purpose, 
guided by common sense, and by steady up- 


ward step, fighting always with knightly |

upon him, that his countrymen everywhere | 


declared, with little dissent, that he was at 
least an honest man, and brave and true. 
And s0 when the summons

@iorlous heritage to his children and his 
country.” 

The ex-Governor then paid his respects to 
certain Republican newspapers and 
individuals who had accused him 
of betraying Bland when he was 
@ candidate for the Presidency befvre 
the Chicago convention. In the course of 
these vwemarks he bitterly denounced Col. 
William H. Phelps of the Missouri Pacific 
Railroad, whom he denominated a ‘‘political 
Svengali.” Speak.ng further of Phelps, he 
said: 

“Phelps is one of those who 
the dastard attacks made on Democrats. 
He attends meetings of the Democratic 
State Committee on proxies obtained in ex- 
change for passes, and at the committee 
meetings uses opportunity to aid Republican 
candidates and to spy on the counsels of 
his party. The secrets he gets he discloses 
in secret, with much addenda and embel- 
lishment.’’ 

The ex-Governor then passed on to a dis- 
cussion of of the platform adopted at 
the Springfield State Convention last gum- 
mer. He said he had heard Democrats crit- 
icising the platform and suggesting that 
the party should recede fromit. He did not 
believe it good policy to ‘hastily recede 
from any utteraance of the party, and 
pointed out that the Springfield platform 
was almost unanimously adopted by a great 
convention, and that the ticket nominated 
a@t that convention was elected in an off- 
rear by 35,000 majority. He recalled also 
hat Democratic tickets were defeated the 
same year in States where the platform 
was at variance with the Springfield plat- 
form. Continuing, he said: 

“As for myself I stand pameeey on the 
Springfield ® atform, believing as I do most 

reofoundly in the wisdom of its utterances, 

eating this as a purely personal matter, 
I mgt eay with truth that I am indif- 
ferent, but looking to the welfare of my 
country and my party I cannot view the 
eubject except with deep concerm In my 
opinion there is not a single declaration 
in the Springfield platform which does not 
tend to promote the nation’s good, and 
which does not accord with sound Demo- 
cratic precedent and principle. Let @s ex- 
amine the platform to see just what it is, 
formuch has been said about it and about 
the circumstances attending its adoption, 
which are contrary to the truth.”’ 

Gov. Stone took up the Springfield plat- 
form ad seriatim, reading each plank and 
discussing it in the cr of present con- 
ditions, to show that it still ite. He de- 
voted much time to the free silver planx, 
entering into an elaborate discussion of the 
money question. After reading the éeclar- 
ation against trusts he said he would not 
waste time defending it, aa there was not a 
Democrat in Missouri who would Jare as- 


sail it. 
The Standing Army. 

The Nicaraguan Canal and merchant ma- 
rine planks were diecuesed briefly.

our people do not require an army to gov- 
rn them. They can govern themselves. 

6 solemn warning of all the fathers was 
@gainst a large standing army and there 
is no reason now whatever for disregard- 
ng thelr admonition. The National Guard 
owever, should be kept thorofghly wel 
equipped, so that it could be mobilized 
without delay for active service. Thie 
force is immediately under the control of 
the states, and so far from any danger of 
milltarism arising from it, it is a sure safe- 
guard against it. Thomas Jefferson de- 
ciared that a well-disciplined militia is 
our beat reliance in peace. The Nationa 
Guard is sufficient to preserve the martia 
spirit of our people, and the efficiency of 
our citizen porary has been adequately 
demonstrated in every war in which we 
have been engaged. The National Guard 
should be made as thoroughly effective as 
possible in all the states, but a great 
standing army would not only entall upon 
the people an enormous and unnecessary 
burden of taxation, but might become a 
menace to popuiar liberty and to our in- 
stitutions.”

The Chief Executive Passes the Wet 
Season at the Elegant Castle of 
Chapultepec, Famous in the 
Nation’s History. 


Special Correspondence of Post-Dispatch. 

CITY OF MEXICO, Aug. 19.—During the 
summer months President Diaz resides at 
the famous castle of Chapultepec, a staiely 
structure which dominates the incompar- 
able valley of Mexico. The edifice, now be- 
come historical, was built by Viceroy Gal- 
van, who was criticised by his enemies as 
having erected a fortified place with the 
purpose of possessing a stromghoid ready 
for use when he should declare himself 
King of Mexico. The report was sent to 
Spain and brought down a rebuke on the 
viceroy’s head. 

The Archduke -Maximillian, the so-called 
Emperor of Mexico, repaired the castle and 
decorated the corridor partly surround- 
ing the superb hanging garden, which is 
one of the marvels of the enchanting place. 
During the presidency of Gen, Diaz the 
edifice has been put in thorough order and 
made a 6uitable residence for the chiei 
magistrate of the Republic and his suc- 
cessors. 

Fond of country life, the President every 
year at the beginning of the rainy season 
abandons his city home, where he lives in 
elegart simplicity and takes up his resi- 
dence in the castle. Here he receives his 
ministers and public business is transacted, 
very much as has been the practice of 
presidents of the United States, who have 
sometimes made their summer home in the 
suburbs of Washington, or even 
May, as did President Harrison. 

Gen, Diaz is fortunate in having within a 
few miles of the national palace in the City 


of Mexico so stately and palatial a sum- 
mer official residence. Of late a great deal 
of work has been done in the grounds 
around the castle, which have been trans- 
formed into one of the noblest and most 
picturesque parks on the continent, making 
a fit setting for the historic edifice that 
crowns the ; 

The President of Mexico received the 
Post-Dispatch correspondent at the castle 
most cordially. He is soldierly erect, has 
a circumspect and pleasing address, and 
appears in superb health, due to his meth- 
ocical Hfe and his fondness for hunting 
which keeps him much in the open air. He 
has a faculty of transacting 

romptly, and without undue friction, hav- 
ng a mind which seems to grasp every de- 
tail of national affairs without effort, the 
result of long years of administrative ex- 
perience and a natural talent for business. 
He does one thing at a time, never acts 
without reflecthbon, and has the military 
habit of punctuality, so that the vast 
amount of work that necessarily falls up- 
on him ts quickly dispatched.

It was a demon- 
stration of faith In the credit of this na- 
tion which Mexico naturally takes great 
pride in, and is a proof of the good w'll 
which the order'y march of the nationa! 
finances has inspired abroad, not only tn 
Europe, where our bonds have hitherto 
been held, but now among the Intelligent 
people ‘of the ne'’ghboring republic repre- 
sented here by so many enterprising Amer- 
icans co-operating in the work of develop- 
ing the immense latent resources of this 
country. 

‘The consistent policy of my admin'stra- 
tion has been to encourage and protect the 
capital of foreigners, to induce intelligent 
men from all lands to come here and aid 
in the development of our prod‘gious re- 
eources, mineral as wel! as agricultural.

It 
looked strange to us to see little boys, 7 
or 8 years old, riding pack mules and little 
horses, with immense basketa on either 
side, loaded full, bound for market, when 
children of that age, in the States, were 


fast asleep. All along the road we saw 
little children perfectiy nude, even tiny 
baubles; but this is only in the country. 


You see nothing of the kind In cities now. 
There are laws now prohibiting children 
from going nude 

“IAving in Porto Rico is very different 
from that in the States. Every thing is 
cooked differently. The Porto Rican house 
wife knows nothing of spring house clean- 
ing. The houses have no windows, only 
doors. Therefore they have no windows to 
clean, no curtains to hang, no carpets to 
lay, and no walls to have papered. They 
use as little furniture as possible, etill the 
homes appear comfortable and pleasant. 
“All the good families have pianos. Som 
of the women are splendid musicians an 
the time they spend in practice would put 
us Americans to shame. 
“Porto Rican girls are seldom seen on the 
streets Guring the day; but while in their 
homes they are not idle. They do the most 
beautiful fancy work. Hand-made laces, 
drawn work and the very finest of embroid- 
ering. They work on the finest of linen, 
which is to be had in all the stores at a 
reasonable price. They are all studying the 
English language, some speak it quite well. 
They have great respect for the Americans, 
and imitate them in dress. In fact, they 
overwhelm you, it seems they can not do 
too much. 
“The sight of the town is to be seen when 
vou visit the plaza on Sunday night, Nsten 
to the band and watch the people. At that 
time you never see a dark-eyed senorita,

his later campaigns would Mr. Baker ever 
resort to these methoda. e is probably 
the only man ever elected .o Congress who 
never “set ‘em up." From the beginning 
to the ending of his politica) career, if it 
is really en he never paid for other 
' men’s drinks with the object of influencing 
their votes. He drank in strict moderation 
himself, but it was egainst his principles 
to court the voters’ favor by giving them 
drink or anything else except ¢éoctrine. 

During his lest campaign, in which he 
defeated E. J. Murphy, he delivered an 
address at Huff's Garden in Belleville. It 
' was a long address and may have been 
to the less tutored of his auditors. When 
| he had concluded he went to the bar and 
called for a glass of beer. He id for it 
' drank ft in sight of the assemblage and 
waiked out of the garden. 

Belleville ts a place where “treating” cus- 
toms prevail pronouncedly. If any man 
bes'de Jehu Baker had done that it is not 
presen that a man in the crowd would 

ave voted for him. But as long as it 
was Jehu Baker it is doubtful] if his action 
lost him a single vote. Anywey, he was 
elected by a safe majority. and he was the 
only man on the ticket who was. 

Mr. Baker's success in this campaign was, 
if poss:bie, more remarkable than his de- 
feats of Mr. Morrison. In the year of grace, 
1896, as @ good many people still living re- 
member, it was the fashion to appea! to 
voters’ stomachs rather more than to their 
heads. Besides that, Mr. Baker, who had 
been a Republican all his life, and had 
achieved hig political successes as a Re- 
sublican, was making the race as a fusion 
Jemocrat-Populist. He was ina new Camp, 
where he was not, perhaps, so well under- 


+stood as in the old, and all his old poliu- 


cal friends were his political enemies, but 
the people knew that he had changed alle- 
gianees at the promptings of conscience, 
and he, an ex-Republican, was elected, 
while the cause for which he battled with 
the vigor of half a century ago, went down 
to defeat. 

Refore the campaign of 189% Mr. Baker 
had for several years been drifting away 
from the Republican party. He cherished 
the memory of what it had been, but he 
thought {t was departing from the prin- 
ciples which had been Its vitality. 

With no assurance that the Democrats 
would take him as their candidate, he ac- 
cepted the nomination of the Populists, 
knowing that A did not have enough 
votes to elect m™. 

“ir. Baker was defeated by W. 8. For- 
man in 1888 During the campa'gn an effort 
was made to induce him to accept a large 
eurm of money for comnee purposes from 
the Republican Nationa] Committee, but he 
fused it. While making this campaign 
he went to Waterloo to make a speech. 
He had occasion to consult with a member 
of the Central Committee. This commit- 
teeman happened to be a saloonkeeper. Mr. 
Baker went to his p'ace and cal.ed him 
outside. The committeeman begged him to 
come inside. 

“T don’t ask you to Grink if you don't 
went to,” he said, “but just come in and 
honor my place.”

That committeeman used his best efforts 
to defeat Mr. Baker and probably had as 
much to do with it as anytBing else. 

There has always been eae good deal of 
bitterness between Mr. Baker and Col. 
Morrison. It was never permitted to crop 
out in Mr. Baker’s public addresses. 

Mr. Baker is nearly 77’years old. He was 
born tn Kentucky. He served four terms 
in Congress and was eight yeurs Minister 
to Venezuela. Besides his public addresses 
he has »een the author of a number of 
brochures. 

During the past year he has become al- 
most totally blind. An operation to remove 
ene of the cataracts was not successfl. 
At his home in Bellevilie. assisted by his 
suitured wife, he has been gathering ma- 
terial for a matured mess3ge to posterity, 
which, If he should recover, will probably 
take the form of a book.

PULLMAN TWINS. 


EORGE M. PULLMAN, JIt., ds at 
(; White 
Keeley 


Plains, N. Y., taking the 
cure. He intends to brace up 
and be a man—at the age of 24. 

The outcome means either poverty and a 
drunkard’s grave or millions and respect- 
ability. 

He has now been under treatment 11 days, 
His mother went to the train with him at 
Long Branch, N. J., and saw him safely 
aboard. With him went Arthur Wells, a 
staid colored man of 50 years, who has 
been in the Puliman family a long time 
and for several years was the porter on 
the private car of the late George M. Pull- 
man, Sr. This negro will be young Pull- 
man’s bodyguard during the elx weeks he 
will remain at White Plains, and will see 
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that he gets back safely to Long Branch 
and mother. 

Whet then? The boy 4s on trial. If he 
shall carry out his present determination 
to “be a man” and forsake forever the 
ways of evil, particularly strong drink, he 
may live in affluence the rest of his life. 
If he shall fall by the wayside in his ef- 
fort to be respectable he will again be 
thrown upon his own resources, with noth- 
ing but a paltry $3000 a year from his fa- 
ther’s $10,000,000 and whatever his mother 
may see fit to give him. 

This state of affairs comes about through 
the provisions of George M. Pullman's will. 
His tempestuous twin sons, George M. Pull- 
man, Jr., and Walter Sanger Pullman, 
caused him no end of trouble. Their es- 
capades in Chicago alone cost him $100,- 
000—mostly meney they head borrowed 
while ‘‘doing the town.” 

These celebrated Pullman twine painted a 
carmine streak across the continent from 
New York to San Francisco. The father 
greatly deplored their conduct, which had 
become nationally notorious, and many be- 
lieve it hastered his death. 

When he died he left an income of $50,000 
a year to his widow, and in addition the in- 
come frora a sum of $1,250,000, to be held in 
trust during her lifetime. She also received 
the great house on Prairie avenue, Chicago, 
and the two country houses, Castle Rest, in 
the Thousand Islands, and one at Elberon, 
N. J. With the exception of the house at 
Elberon, however, all this property—money 
and houses—was to go to the daughters at 
her death. They received the residue of the 
estate after the widow and various minor 
legatees had been provided for. 

To his twin sons Mr. Pullman left an in- 
come of $3000 a year apiece. He explained 
very carefully why he cut them off with 
this sum. 

‘“Inasmuch,"he sald, “as neither of my 
sons has developed such a sense of respon- 
sibility as in my judgment is requisite for 
the wise use of large properties and consid- 
erable sums of money, I am painfully com- 
pelled, as I have explicitly stated to them, 
to limit my testamentary provisions for 
their benefit to trusts, producing only such 
incomes as I deem reasonable for their sup- 
port.”’ : 

Mr. Pullman’s estate was estimated at 
$10,000,000 at the time he died. 

It will be seen that Mrs. Pullman has not 
the power to give away very large sums of 
money outright to her sons, but as she en- 
joys an income of probably more than $100,- 
000 a year, and lives very quietly, she would 
have plenty of money to reward them for 
good behavior. Moreover, the two sisters, 
who are attached to their brothers, would 
gladly share their father’s wealth with 
them if they would show “a sense of re- 
sponsibility,”’ as the late millionaire put It. 
It is, therefore, no exaggeration to say that 
the young men might win millions by be- 
having properly. 

Walter Sanger Pullman and his wife—he 
married the girl to whom his brother was 
once engaged—are living quietly in New 
Jersey. The young man is trying to redeem 
himself in the eyes of his mother and his 
friends believe he will succeed. He was 
always ‘the stronger-willed of the two. 
George wants to be good, but he had to 
take a ““bracer’’ in the shape of the Keeley 
cure to get a good start. 

Both boys are married. Both married aft- 
er their father’s death. Both were jilted be- 
cause they were cut off with $3000 a year. 
Both found young women who loved them 
for themselves alone. Sanger seems to be 
happy. George is separated from his wife, 
and there is talk of divorce. 
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The lurid career of the Pullman twins has 


no parallel, as far as is known, in the bise 
tory of American social life. 


The facial resemblance between them {s 
remarkable. Their love of a fast life was 
Born in luxury, they were 
well supplied with money, and before they 
were out of their teens they had startled 
Chicago by the wildness and publidity of 
their escapades. Their worst period was 
during 1895 and 18%.

Barry of England pertaining to ques- 
tions of Catholic Policy, both in the 
United States and Great Britain, have at- 
tracted wide attention in religious circle 

Father Barry has come into pubiic wv | 
tice chiefly through his novels, the “‘Ne 
Amtigone,”” and “The Two Standards.” Of 
fate he has been a frequent contributor to 
American and English periodicals. 

Dr. Barry's virtual defense of “Hecker- 
fem” and the so-called “American” idea in 
the Catholic Church have received exten- 
give comment favorable and otherwise. 
That his opinions have great weight among 
the clergy and laity is undisputed. 

Father Barry is a stanch supporter of 
Archbishop Ireland, and he has defended 
the course of the St. Paul metropolitan in 
@ masterly manner. He classes the oppo- 
ments of Americanism as the irreconcilabjes 
who have always sought to forestall] nec 
essary innovations in church government. 

“Once get rid of the political bugbear,’”’ 
writes Father Barry, “and we are in sie lit 
of a great me@ssuce of peace; for under 
G@emocratic social conditions the church cay 
flourish as the home and sanctuary of 
Givine spirit. 

“Old Protestant hatred still breeds ms 
meither few or feeble. who are straining 
their utmost to abolish Catholic irée 
@chools, to tax their charitable foundations 
to ostracise thelr candidates ior offic. And 
these, if they could give momentum to thelr 
Prejudices by the cry that Catholics are 


would perhaps achieve a great 
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part of their desire. That Is why the Bish- 
cps of the United States have maintained 
and do maintain with Hecker and Brown- 
fon—nay, with Cardinal Satoili and the Pope 
himself—that- In the werds of the papal 
Celegate, the state, in so far as it is free 
and progressive, need fear nothing from the 
church, but on the contrary, ought to ex- 
pect great benefit from it.

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~ TRUFFLES 


AN AMERICAN INDUSTRY. 


——__e —_—- 


Agricultural Department Expert Has Col- 
lected Information Which May Be 


of Great Value. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 16.

HE United States Department of Agri- 
1. culture has received through Prof. 
Walter T. Swingle, one of the agri- 
cultural explorers sent abroad to look up 
matters of interest to that branch of the 

Service, some truffles, an article of food 
that is very little vsed in the United States, 
but which can, in all probability, be pro- 
Guced with profit here. In France the 
truffle industry is growing rapidly, and 
promises within a short time to become 
one of great value to the agricultural class, 
Prof. Swingle believes that we can pro- 
duce in this country a!) the truffles we 
need, whereas now we import every single 
One that goes on the table. Although not 
® common article of food in this country, 
in France they are considered a delicacy, 
and are cooked in numerous different ways. 
AsS an accompaniment of other dishes, they 
lend a rare flavor and richness. 

Some tdea of the growing magnitude of 
the truffle industry in France can be gath- 
ered from the fact that within the last 
few years it has increased so rapidly that 
it now amounts to more than $5,000,000 an- 
nually, and such is the demand for them 
that from a mere side issue on the part 
of farmers, it has developed into a regular 
business of great profit. 

Truffle-raising is very interesting, and to 
carry it on successfully requires consid- 
erable skill and patience. Truffles, it Is 
Well known, are a fungous growth like 
mushrooms, but instead of growing on the 
surface, they are found from ten to twelve 
inches below the ground, clinging to roots 
of trees, and it requires the aid of trained 
hogs or dogs to discover them. The odor 
is very strong and penetrating, and is gen- 
erally esteemed powerfully fragrant. Even 
in its uncooked state the truffle is consid- 
ered by some to possess a very agreeable 
taste. 

Like mushrooms, there are various spe- 
cles, some of which are worthless and 
dangerous, but these are easily distin- 
guished from the edible truffle, and it 1s, 
therefore, more valuable than the mush- 
room. Truffles are raised in England, 
Italy and France, but the French truffle 
is by far the best. Prof. Swingle procured 
the truffles sent the department from the 
choice of the Paris markets, and if we 
Succeed in introducing them into this coun- 
try they will be of the best quality. 

Forests that were long thought to be ut- 
terly valueless even for the timber grow- 
ing upon them have lately been found 
tO possess great value for the produc- 
tion of truffles. Indeed, truffle forests with- 
in the past few years have increased so 
much in value that the taxes upon them 
have been quadrupled. 

The truffle growe from July till autumn 
or winter, and is found only on oak, beech 
and birch trees, and reequires a peculiar 
soll—a rich, clayey earth. Prof. Harkness 
of the Academy of Sciences believes that 
the forests of California and the Carolinas 
can produce the finest quality of truffles. 
There are species of truffles now found in 
California, but they are hardly fit for eat- 
ing, and in order to introduce the indus- 
try into this country. it will be necessary 
to plant the tmported tubers and experi- 
ment with them on different kinds of trees. 
In France the best truffles are sold for as 
high as $4 a pound. Inferior ones can be 
bought for a dollar up, and the wholesale 
price varies from 6 cents to $2 a pound. 

The French truffie is globular in shape, 
and in color a bright brown or black, with 
polygonal warts covering them. The ma- 
ture flesh is blackish gray, marbled within 
with white veins. The odor is very pleas- 
ant, especially when the tubers are young, 
then somewhat resembling a strawberry. 
With age the odor gets very potent, but is 
never offensive. These are the best truffles 
grown, and are the ones that bring from 
#3 to $4 a pound. There is another truffie 
found in France, which sometimes grows 
in cultivated fields, where there are wil- 
lows, oaks and poplars. It is known as the 
“false truffie,”” and is sometimes found on 
the surface of the ground. It is gathered 
quite extensively in Epping Forest by Ital- 
fans and Frenchmen and sold to the in- 
ferior dining rooms of London, where con- 
tinental dishes are served. Itis a worthless, 
offensive and possibly dangerous fungus. 

Some persons eat truffies raw, sliced and 
dipped in oil or egg, but the more general 
uses are in connection with game, eggs, 
etc., although the increased production hag 
naturally extended its use as‘a food and

in the Wiener Neudorf penal prison are 
habitual criminals. One sees it by the 
hardness of their faces and their furtive 
glances, and it seems as though the pun- 
ishment were too light for them. They 
come from all parts of the crown lands, 
and having fallen into crime and suffered 
for it, those not belonging to Vienna are 
sent to their native lands when reieased 
by ‘“‘schub,” a kind of “Black Maria” rail- 
way van. 

For this reason it Is hard to get exact 
statistics’ without spending much time in 
inquiry, but I am told that more than one- 
th'rd of these female prisoners who have 
been under the care of the Sisters of the 
Good Shepherd are reclaimed. That their 
work is good nobody will deny. 

There are only eight scholars who are 80 
illiterate as to be required to attend school, 
which is held in a delightful, cool room, with 
windows shaded by trees, and hung with 
pictures and maps necessary for instruc- 
tions. In this room the reverend mother 
holds lectures twice a week on religious 
and useful secular subjects. 

The hospital is most tempting. It is 60 
pretty and nothing, absolutely nothing, to 
show that it belongs to a prison. The bed- 
steads are of wood, painted myrtle green, 
which harmonizes well with the white 
coverlet and the pillows upon which rest the 
white night-capped heads of the sufferers 
clad in white night gowns. There were 
only eight invalids in various stages of re- 
covery, all except one, a beautiful girl of 
16, with glorious golden hair and the deli- 
cate tint which tells of consumption.

and tests with the former of these explo- 
gives that very recently occurred the ter- 
rible explosion of one of the modern type 
ten-inch breech-loading guns, which re- 
sulted in the death of one man and the 
wounding of two others. 
Upon completion of manufacture of the 
Gifferent coast defense guns, they are sent 
to the proving ground, where. several 
rounds from each are fired to test the ac- 
tion of the gun and its breech mechanism 
and to generally determine its fitness for 
Service before issue to its final destination. 
In order to save great time and expense to 
the Government, these various types of 
powder and high explosives are tested by 
using them for the necessary charges in 
‘testing the high-power guns, and, as be- 
fore stated, it was while thus conducting 
one of these tests with smokeless powder 


gun that the gun, which was a sound, 
Strong and heavy one, exploded, tearing off 
the exterior jacket at the breech end and 


such force as to pass it completely through 
the heavily protected sand butt behind 
Which the officers and men were standing 
for protection, striking one of the men and 
throwing him back about fifty feet, killing 
him instantly, and wounding two others 
Who were standing close to him. 
The charges employed in the test of this 
gun and powder were not excessive at any 
time during the firings, as several rounds 
were fired with only three-quarter charges, 
the pressure gauge indicating very clear- 
ly that the measure given to the charge 
Which resulted in the explosion would only 
Give the regulation pressure. But upon fir- 
ing with this charge, which resulted in the 
explosion, it was shown by the pressure 
Gauge, which was later recovered, that the 
pressure had amounted to some unknown 


Indications pointed to a pressure of over 
100,000 pounds per square inch. 

The officers of the Ordnance Department 
@re inclined to attribute this explosion to 
Some erratic action of the powder, due to 
the form and shape of the grain, rather 
than to its chemical composition. 

A recent improvement in this kind of ex- 
plosive (smokeless powder) leaves out the 
yaseline or castor oll and substitutes in its 
place a smal! quantity of urea. In order to 
produce a very hard substance a large per- 
centage of collodion cotton is employed. 
This kind of preparations very closely re- 
gémbies that used in the test which result- 
ed in the explosion of the ten-inch gun. 
Another feature of the powder used in this 
test was the fine multiple perforations, and 
it is to these perforations that the army 
ordnance officers are inclined to attribute 


the cause of the explosion. The theory is 
that the fire runs into the small holes, 
ere it burns with very great violence, 
Us producing a@ pressure and heat much 
re the to that in the gun chamber itself, 
that this blows the powder into frag- 
Ments, which leads to a very high pressure 
om the gun. 
‘This is the first modern forged steel, 
breech-loading, built-up gun that has ever

The gentlemen favored to drive with 
Willlam on occasional inland excursions 
and picnic parties generally expefience sev- 
eral hours of extreme anxiety, for the 
Kaiser handles his carriage horses as if 
they were raw recruits, and runaways, col- 
isions and breakdowns are on the order 
of the day. Of course the person on a box 
with William is always blamed for any 
accident that may happen or be avoided 
by His Majesty’s supernatural fore- 
thought. 

As to the officers who are personally re- 
sponsible for His Majesty’s life and safety, 
the majority are at the point of co.lapse 
when the junketing is over.

The Emperor is child- 
ishly particular about this water line and 
would send a gunboat hundreds of miles 
away to bring a pot of paint if the Hohen- 
zollern was ever allowed to run out of 
that commodity, but as such negligence 
would be equivalent to lese majeste, it 
doesn't happen, of course. 

Even the smokestacks must never pro- 
claim their place in the ship’s economy by 
a speck of soot on the outside.

haube.’’ 


It flatters William's self-esteem to see the 
denizens of the stoke-hole dressed as for an 
afternoon hop on shore when occasionally 
he peers down Into the fiery hell below: 
half a hundied painters in new blue woolen 
jackets doing duty at the ship’s side im- 
press him with the fancied limitlessness of 
his resources; a captain facing the raging 
storm on the bridge in a coat set with real 
gold lace and wearing a plumed hat is an 
odd, but also rich spectacie, and William 
must have all these things—at the nation’s 
cost, for his pleasure yacht ranks officially 
as a dispatch boat, and the state pays for 
the crew's clothes and furnishes ‘‘uniform 
money” to the officers. 


The Emperor exchanges only one salute 
with the marines and crew of his yacht, 
namely upon his arrival. On that occasion 
he shakes hands with the officers, and pass- 
ing down the lines of the men says, ‘‘Morn- 
ing, sailors,’’ to each section. After that 
they become soulless machines in his eyes 
and want to be worked, but on whom cour- 
tesy would be lost.

EV. EDWARD HUBER, formerly 
R chaplain of the Missouri Legislature,

Made This Fall. 


N automobile cannon, the first of ita 
kind in the world, is being construe 
ted at Peoria, Ill, by the Peoria 

Rubber and Manufacturing Co., which ts 
making motor vehicles under license from 
the the Duryea Manufacturing Co. of thag 
city. This cannon was designed by Maj. R 
P. Davidson of the Northwestern Military 
Academy at Highland Park, Ill. 

The experiment is being watched with 
great interest by officials of the War De 
partment; also by eGn. Nelson A. Miles, 
who was a judge of the Cosmopolitan au. 
tomobile race in New York three years 
ago, and who has long considered the pos. 
sibility of the use of the automobile is 
warfare. 

This cannon consists of a carriage have 
ing double driving wheels and single steer 
ing wheel, placed well forward. The me- 
tor and driving machinery is inclosed in 
the body of the cariage, over the rear azle, 
while the gun is mounted in front ef 
the operators, with its muzzle extending 
forward over the steering wheel. 

The forward seats provide for a gunner 
and a motorman, while the rear seats care 
ry two men, one being an ammunition ten- 
der and the other a reserve, in case of one 
or more men being disabled. 

The large fuel tank is placed under the 
forward floor so as to be well protected 
from danger, and fuel for 200 miles can 
be carried, The tank is of heavy, seamless 
sheet iron and is practically bullet proof. 

The motor and driving machinery are 

much admired by Maj. Davidson, because 
of their compact arrangement, light weight 
and extreme simplicity, all of which con- 
tributes to great reliability. There are but 
few delicate parts, so that the chances of 
being disabled by bullets and hard use are 
very remote; and duplicates can easily be 
carried of all the small parts so that re- 
pairs can be effected in short order, anye 
where. 
The motor is always ready to start by &@ 
single touch of the crank and will con: 
tinue in operation, without attention, tntdl 
it is desired to stop. Its muscles never tira, 
it is not likely to get lame or sick, it ree 
quires neither stabling nor grooming and is 
in many ways an exemplary servant. For 
long distance movements this battery casa 
make at least five times the distance possi«- 
ble with horses, in a given time. Its four 
men are fighting units and food supplies 
need only be carried for them. 


With horses, much time and many men 
are needed to secure food and properly take 
care of the horses, while they are Hable te 
disease, easily damaged and made come 
pletely useless by a sight wound, a broken 
log or meny trivial but possible happeninga,

AYTI, the island, is the home of two 
black Republics which have cut 
some figure in the history the 

Western Hemisphere. The republics are 
Hayti and Santo Domingo. The latter 
seems just now on the eve of a revolution, 
following the recent assassination of the 
President, Heureaux, at the instigation of 
Gen. Jiminez, who is preparing to lead a 
revolt against the established government. 

Although the two republics are on an Is- 
land that is scarce 400 miles long, the char- 
acter of their people and the manners, cus. 
toms and languages differ as greatiy as do 
the people of Spain and France. 

The island is very fertile, though rough 
in topography. It is told that when King 
George III. asked one of his Admirals to 
describe Hayti, the Admiral crumpled a 
piece of paper and threw it on the table.

CONFESSIONS « OF « A «. BURGLAR. 


“There Is Nothing in Being 
Crooked,” Says This Man 
Who Stole Thousands. 


IMMIE LOGUE is or was a burglar— 
J one of the most celebrated in the 
country. At the age of 62 years, feeble 
and forlorn, he is in the Blockley Aimshouse 
at Philadelphia, where he may rema’n the 
rest of his life, though be longs tv come 
West. He has see every phase of a criminal 
career—even having been accused of the 
murder of his wife—and he knows that 
thieving does not pay. He says: 

‘There is nothing in being crooked. I 
guess I ought to know if any one ought to, 
I have seen plenty of times, when I had 
thousands of dollars in my pecket, that I 
would truly go out and earn, honestly earn, 
gome money, perhaps only a few dollars, but 
I would enjoy spending those few honest 
dollars more than all the money I could 
steal. It was funny, too, how saving I 
usei to be of that money I earnec. A 
miser could hardly have been more careful 
of his gold, but it only shows that there 
is no pleasure in ill-gotten gains. 

“I don't belleve there is a man in the 
world who has such a perfectly lonesome 
time and such a hard time as the crook. 
Of course, you will say why doesn’t he 
change his life? But that isn’t so easy to 
do, and I guess he thinks that he isn’t 
good for much of anything else, anyway. I 
mever had any pleasure out of the money 
I stole, and I am sure no ane else ever did. 
Another thing, it doesn’t last any time at 
all, Often and often again I would go out 
in the morning with $00 in my pocket, 
and at night I would not have enough for 
my breakfast next morning, and I could 
not tell you to gave me where it all went. 

“Then again, looking at it from purely 
@ practical standpoint, there is nothing in 
burglary these days. People have grown 
too smart. There was a time when peo- 
ple used to put their money in a tin box 
or in an old stocking, but that time is 
past. I never broke into a private house 
in my life after 9 o'clock in the evening. 
No, there was no sentiment in it, but be- 
sides running long chances, a man who 
Steals and is caught when there are people 
sleeping in the house, may get 10 years 
rather than four, and all these are points 
that must be considered. Then, too, a man 
who is really clever can do much better 
early than late at night, but I have quit 
the business and I won't like to talk shop 
any more than any one else does. 

“I have had offers from dime museums to 
come and pose as @ criminal, but I guess 
you know that I have too much pride for 
that. Th I have been offered money to 
Write about some of the deals I have been 
in which are still mysteries to the public, 
But I couldn't do that without getting some 
of the other men into trouble and they al- 
ways played me fair, and I suppose what 
you oall honor among thieves is the prin- 
ciple we have of not giving away any of 
our pals.

He developed into a military genius, and 
soon his influence was felt over the whole 
island. He threw his influence into the bal- 
ance with France against England and 
Spain. In 1801, when he promulgated a 
constitution, certain things in it displeased 
Napoleon. The Emperor resolved to re- 
store slavery to the island, and sought to 
buy the consent of L’Ouverture. But the 
great black resisted him and hostilities 
were begun. The war which followed was 
one of the bloodiest in history. 

Finally, under solemn pledges, Toussaint 
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laid down his arms. He and his lUeutenants 
were seized and spirited away. They are 
supposed to have been tortured to death. 

The people rose again, and aided by yel- 
low fever, drove the French away in De- 
cember, 1803. The war cost Napoleon 55,000 
menand 200,000,000 francs. Since then Hayti 
has been free. 

The population of Hayti is about one mifi- 
lion. The female sex predominates, two 
to one according to same estimates. 
About one-tenth of the population is white. 
The balance are of mixed African blood. 

The people are nearly all Catholics, but 
the Government is tolerant of all religions.

The Uniied tates now hold more gold 
than any other nation, and it is increasing 
at the rate of about $5,000,000 a month, 
The present stock of gold is $1,000,000,000. 
About $490,000,000 Is in the treasury and the 
remainder In the banks and circulation. 

There is.$150,000,000 in the great financial 
institutions of Wall street and other mone- 
tary centers of the country; ready for dis- 
tribution. This amount is represented in 
dividends and interest earned. 

It is estimated that New York alone will 
disburse $100,000,000, Boston $20,000,000, Phil- 
adelphia $15,000,000 and Chicago $5,000,000 in 
these ways. 


Interest that will come due and payable 
on bonds which have a face value of 
$3,100,000,000, and stocks whose par value 
amounts to $1,600,000,000, will foot up about 
$95,000, 000. 

Last July the Interest from the same 
sources amounted to $85,000,000; $10,000,000 
less than this year. In the preceding July 
only $78,000,000 was realized and in July, 
1895, $70,000,000. 

For the last three months of 1899 the ag- 
gregate capitalization of new enterprises 
amounted to $1,600,000,000. Whereas the ag- 
gregate capital of new companies organized 
for the first six months was §$1,981,075,000. 
Add to this preferred stocks and bonds ag- 
gregating $119,800,000, and we have a grand 
total of $3,141,850,000. 


The decrease in failures points to a 
healthy condition of our country, Says 
Dun's Review: 

Decrease of fallures in New York, 72.5 
per cent; in Pennsylvania nearly 60 per 
cent; in Wisconsin, Iowa and in many sim- 
ilar States the decrease is over one-half; 
in California, about 60 per cent, and nearly 
as much in Massachusetts. 

There were only three States in which 
the failures had not decreased over last 
year, These were North Dakota, Arkan- 
sas and Louisiana.

EARTHQUAKES 


ALL AROUND 


ROF. GARRETT P. SERVISS says: 
fP “The idea of a highway of earth- 

gquakes—a line of fractures in the 
crust of the globe, linking the places which 
have simultaneously suffered, and particu- 
larly Hawalil and California—naturally sug- 
gests itself. In thia aspect of the matter 
our new possessions in the Pacific acquire 
a fresh and startling interest, for these 
islands ferm one of the most powerful vol- 
caniec centers on earth. It is known that 
at some distance off the California coast 
the ocean bottom is peculiarly Hable to 
upheavals, and it is not impossible that 
similar conditions prevail all the way out 
to Hawatll. 

“It is not necessary, however, to assume 
that a great shock originating in those 
islands should be transferred all the way 
through the bottom of the Pacific to our 
co2zsts in order to produce earthquakes in 
California. If similar conditions prevall in 
the underlying rocks & single cause affect- 
ing the crust of the earth would produce 
shocks in widely separated 
places linked together by the invisble 
framework deep beneath. A violent dls- 
turbance in Hawalil might be transmitted 
in this way to the California rocks with- 
out manifesting itself at intermediate 
points of the ecean bed, but running 
through the skeleton of the earth far below 
the bottem of the ocean.

Northern Pacific. The earth appears to 
have upon its surface many critical points 
—all more or less intimately associated de- 
spite their distance apart—where internal 
disturbances are most frequently and vio- 
lently felt. Geveral of these points lie 
within the earthquake belt under discus- 
sion. They generally correspond in loca- 
tion with places where the earth's crust 
is heavily weighted and presumably se- 
riously fractured. 

‘Take, for instance, the five points where 
the earthquakes were felt last week. Each 
indicates a spot where a gigantic burden 
presses upon the rocky shell. The Ha- 
wailan Isiands are simply the summits of 
a group of enomeus mountains; California 
marks the western edge of the broadest 
and most complicated portion of the Rocky 
Mountain uplift; the Alps of Europe border 
the northern side of the Mediterranean re- 
gion of earthquakes; the far mightier sys- 
tem of the Himalayas and their related 
mountains, and the volcanic peaks of Japan 
rising on the verge of @ wonderfully steep 
and profound furrew in the ocean's bot- 
tom, show the situation of the great earth- 
quake centers of Aala. 

“And all these mountain masses are elik 
in being comparatively young in a sed 
logical sense. Where they rise the earth's 
crust has recently been broken and up- 
heaved. Evidently several of these up- 
lifs occurred simultaneously, or nearly so.

HILE fhere are widely separated 
W clases found in Porto Rico, yet the 

tyranny of Spain has marked 
high and jow with many common charac- 
teristics. 

The wife and daughter of some native 
sub-officlal may lounge all day in greater 
elegance upon her second-story belcony 
than her less fortunate sister who occu- 
ples the ground floor, yet both women do 
lounge and smoke cigarettes, embroider a 
little, rarely read, and have little to dis- 
tinguish one from the other. 


The best houses are meagerly furnished— 
bare floor, a center table, six rocking chairs 
arranged with military precision on each 
side facing the table; a large mirror, now 
and then a piano, and the ‘“‘best room’ of 
the house is complete. 

Food is usually bought ready prepared 
from venders. Among the lower classes 
food is taken at any time of day. There 
is no family gathering at table. The pur- 
chase of a roll of bread, a mango, pine- 
apple or bananas, with occasionally a co- 
coanut, forms a feast. Now and then a few 
centavos’ (cents) worth of the dulce—a na- 
tive gweetmeat prepared from cocoanut or 
pineapple, augments the day’s meal. 

Coffee is almost unknown to the poor, 
who depend upon cocoanut milk and cane 
juice. 


The wealthier have kitchetis of primitive 
type, using a charcoal fire in a brazier or 
upon a brick stove. A tour of seven days 
recently made across the island presented 
the same Dill-of-fare at each meal. Morn- 
ing, black coffee and a roll ef bread with 
butter. 


Breakfast, at noon: Eggs, soup, beefsteak 
cooked jin garlic, rice, dulse, cheese and cof- 
fee, with milk or black, served in four or 
five courses with win or rum. 

Dinner, at 6 o'clock: The breakfast bill, 
with fish entrees or vegetables and wine 
or rum, 


This food is prepared in part by the 
legion of servants, if the family is well- 
to-do or bought in part, but the lack of 
effort in securing it leaves the women with- 
out much ambition beyond procuring one 
day’s necessities. 

This lack of motive and the quiet de- 
meanor of the mative make the race seem 
indolent, 


Taxation upon marriage rites has in the 
past years changed the standard of morals 
in this direction, and “‘behind-the church” 
or common-law marriages have been the 
rule. These family ties are well preserved. 
It is creditable to the common-law system 
and to the people that the mutual vows 
are kept with great fidelity. 


A story is told of a wealthy old native 
recently giving a three day’s fete in honer 
of his final church and civil marriage to 
the loved and honored old wife. A daugh- 
ter had been sent to New York for study. 
Upon her return she urged the marriage 
rite upon her parents. Under the laws 
then prevailing the wife and children of a 
common law union could not inherit the 
property of the husband, and his death 
would mean confiscation by the nearest 
male relative.

The baby is just a few days over a year 
old, having reached, on July 19 last, the 
first mile-stone in what promises to be an 
eventful life. Certainly the start is novel 
enough, for he is probably the first baby 
in the world to be cared for by an ele- 
Phant. Think of.a nursemaid nine feet and 
. Seven inches tall, ten feet long, four feet 
| and a half wide, about 210 inches around 

the waist and weighing 9000 pounds, tak- 
ing care of a human baby only two feet 
tall and weighing only 9% pounds. If, by 
making a misstep, one of Basel’s 500-pound 
g feet fell in the wrong place there would 
ey be no future career here for her precious 
g: charge. 
But, according to the confiding father, 
4 there is absolutely no danger of such an 
accident. Basel’'s love for the child—for 
all children—is as tender as mother love. 
As much might be said of the average 
female elephant. In them mother love 
: is developed far greater than in almost 

any other wild animal, explorers say, and 
writers of animal stories for children, who 
base their tales on accurate knowledge, 

teach us that female elephants are al- 
ways tenderly disposed toward human in- 
fants, especially toward those unweaned. 
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There may be a clew to Its gentle regard 
for children in the tenderness of the ele- 
phant’s skin, which is most markd in the 
female. The tough-looking, deeply fur- 
rowed hide is about as sensitive as that of 
a human being. A mosquito can make an 
elephant about as uncomfortable as it can 
render a man. On the other hand, the 
touch of a baby’s hand on an elephant’s 


broad side or on its wrinkled trunk is 
soothing. 
Not all babies would be lIikely to take 


kindly to the idea of having an elephant 
as nursemaid. Little Even Healey is not 
that sort of a baby. He loved his ponder- 
ous nurse from the earliest day the spark 
of intelligence was kindled in his bright 
baby eyes. 

He is never more docile than when near 
enough to pat and caress the big animal, 
never more pleased than when fanned by 
the gentle swaying of her seven-foot trunk, 
never merrier than when in reach of her 
mighty feet. 

The baby’s sister was wheeling him in 
his carriage about the Zoo last Wednesday. 
Basel was swaying uneasily to and fro 
in the elephant house, with one leg chained 
to the ground when the baby approached 
her. As the chubby little hand reached out 
to pat her big trunk she immediately be- 
came calm and peaceful. It was easy to 
see that the arrival of her tiny charge was 
what she had been waiting for and now 
she was happy. 

Chains were needed no longer, if, in- 
deed, they ever were. She was released and 
the 9000 pounds of nursegirl moved gently 
out into the path, which was lined with 
people. Baby Even was put into his car- 
riage and the big animal nurse gave an 
exhibition of perambulator propulsion 
which was unique and thoroughly amusing. 
At times she pushed the carriage with her 
trunk, the end hanging to the ground; 
again she grasped the handle with the tip 
of her trunk, and still another method of

to longevity—the larger the average life, 
the less births. 

Another law is that length of life is an 
hereditary fixture—a resultant of al! forces 
on one hand which tend to prolong life, 
and all forces on the other hand which 
tend to shorten it. This hereditary fixture 
is, therefore, a sliding scale, depending 
upon labor done in hygiene, or lessening 
the energies cf life. There are verified 
laws. It is a scientific truth that parasit- 
ism is the cause of death. Therefore, the 
absolute destruction of parasitism can in- 
crease the duration of life to 1000 years, 

No man's wealth, as a direct payment, 
can prolong his life beyond the extreme 
average, but money invested rightiy can 
do this work for all humanity. The race 
now is for speedy wealth. It must be won 
in 2 years or not at all. The whole ten- 
dency and custom of the world is to 
shorten life. Latterly a new energy of 
most powerful proportions is at work to 
shorten life and slide the scale of heredi- 
tary length of days a notch further toward 
inancy. And this is the custom of employ- 
ing only young men and discharging all 
hands at 30 ears of age. This force alone 
in a hundred years from now will so change 
mental powers that men will be in their 
prime at 4% and unfit at 4. 

People have sought for the elixir of life. 
The Arabian magicians claimed to have it. 
Pseudo and mistaken science has sought 
for and claimed discoveries. They were 
all in vain. Brown Sequard fancied that 
the sperm cell held properties which could 
be imported to the living cells and grant 
them a renewal as well as an origin of 
life. Sequard'’s genius here vaulted reason 
and fact and landed its hero over the 
fence, but into a ditch of mud—his genius 
sadly covered itself with delusion. He was 
honest, he sought mo fake, but he fell 
among his worshipers.

It 
will be no experiment; for the returns will 
rest upon verified science—a house built 
upon the solid granite, enduring forever.

EBASTIAN PEDROLEY, 29 years old, 
S a famous historian, is also a cook at 
the restaurant at the Nationa] Stock 
Yards in East St. Louis. His residence is 
2008 North Eleventh street in this city. 


He is a cousin of Dr. Rodolf Tartini, the 
Swiss historian, and in colloboration with 
him, at the remarkable age of 13 years, he 
wrote the ‘‘History of Switzerland,”’ now 4 
standard authority, in use in the leading 
universities of the world. The work was 
finished when the boy was 17. 

Pedroley speaks seven languages with 
ease. Institutions of learning in his native 
land have honored him with degrees. 

He has been in this country ten years. 
The story of his life is another example 
of the pitiful inability of genius to pro- 
vide for itself when thrown upon the world. 

Pedroley is very reserved, owing to @ 
natural shyness and a lack of skill in ocen- 
versing in English. He speaks in the pe- 
cullar, hesitating way of a foreigner seek- 
ing the word to express the thought he has 
realized in his own language. Here is bis 
story as told by himself: 

By Sebastian Pedroley. 
6¢¥ WAS born among the Alps, in Switz- 
| erland, at Badiou. Our village lies 
near that river, which later Is 
called the Po. Ah, that is a beeutiful coun- 
try—Switzerland! Such grand beauty you 
find nowhere as in our mountains. My 

"parents were very poor, but of some conse- 
quence in the little place. It is a law in 
this Swiss Reputlic that every child must 
gO to school at a certain age. When the 
parents can give no valid excuse for the 
non-attendance of their children they are 
heavily fined. 

“I was 6 yea-s old when I was placed in 
the public schocls. Studious habits being 
hereditary in our family, the gift fell to me, 
and in my llth year I had finished with 
the highest grades of the public schools. 

“While I was at school the parish priest 
was my good friend, and he, perceiving 
my. taste for study, assisted me with great 
kindness. I thus learned Latin and Greek, 
and was initiated into knowledge far be- 
yond the understanding of many who were 
my seniors. In return for this I acted as 
amanuensis to my kind friend and read 
to him until, eventually, he adopted me en- 
tirely. I was unto him like a son. He 
came of a noble family in Italy and was 
very wealthy. Immediately after I had com- 
pleted the public school course, he sent me 
to the Seminary of Pallegio. While I was 
there my adopted father became very ill 
and went to Milan to recuperate. He wrcte 
to me with kindly forethought, that should 
his illness result fatally, to me he had 

bequeathed the bulk of his wealth. He 

died in Milan, surrounded by ecclesiastical 
friends, and when a search for the wil! 
was made it had disapreared. By a pe- 
cullar law in force in Italy, the possessions 
of a priest, dying tntestate, pass to the 
church. In this way my friend’s wealth 
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SEBASTIAN PEDROLEY. 


was absorbed by Rome and I was barred 
out. I was left with no means, excepting a 
provision which the priest had made when 
1 entered the seminary. This enabled.me to 
continue my studies. 

“In 1883. when I wes 13 years old, my 
cousin, Dr. Rodolf Tartini, who is at 
present the director of the Archepiscopal 
College at Liyano, Itaiy, undertook to 
write a history of Switzerland in the Ital- 
ian language. Up to that time the records 
of the Swiss people were vague, fantastic 
and unreliable. My studies in the ancient 
and modern tongues had qualified me to 

eruse many ancient tomes that were un- 
intelligible to others; and being, as I have 
been told by people, remarkably proficient 
and intelligent for my age, my cousin se- 
lected me to assist him in writing this his- 
tory. In the seminary I spent my leisure 
in working on the history. Many chapters 
did I compose of it that were inserted un- 
abridged. Here they are, in this volume. 
I have since noticed that the literary style 
is quite good when contrasted with the 
work of older men. It is all in the Italian 
language. 

‘“‘My father was a sort of military tribune 
in our village, which is a Swiss institution, 
that you will find in no other government, 
and through his influence with the Min- 
isters of State and of the Interior I ob- 
tained a scholarship in the Normal School 
of Switzerland at Locarno. In this school, 
in 1897, when I was barely 17, I completed 
my work on the first volume of the His- 
tory of Switzerland. My cousin left to me 
entirely the work of revising the book, 
both as to facts and literary errors. It 
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Drawn from life. 


was published the next year, and while it 
was at once adopted in Switzerland and 


Italy as the text-book for study in the 
higher schools, the royalties, when di- 
vided, barely paid our expenses. The other 


countries of Europe soon followed their ex- 
ample and now the history is in use all 
over the world. 

“My ambition was to be a pedagogue in 
my native country, but this was not to be, 
for early in 1888 both of my parents died 
and I was compelled to leave college. As 
the senior son, I had to care for my two 
younger brothers. Our small inheritance 
was administrated by the Mayor of the 
village. In speculating he lost his fortune, 
among which was our small sum of money, 
and we were almost penniless. As I had 
not obtained a degree at the Normal Col- 
lege, I was barred from following my des- 
tined work. I was proud and independent 
and determined to go to America, where, 
I had heard, an aunt resided in the city 
of St. Louls. I managed to procure so much 
from the Mayor’s estate as would pay our 
passage to America. We arrived in the 
United States and finally located our aunt 
in St. Louls, where she was prosperous. I 
eould find nothing to do. My studious hab- 
its had unfitted me for hard labor and my 
knowledge of English was stilted and 
placed me at another disadvantage. 

Finally I obtained employment at a res- 
taurant near the bridge. There I was con- 
fined tn a hot, steaming kitchen all] the day. 
the work being both bewildering and nau- 
seating to me. I applied myself, though, as 
it was the only way in which I could in- 
dependently support our little family.

Remember that a husband t[nclined to con- 
sumption is very liable to become a physi- 
wreck through marriage, while chiiq- 
bearing and other mother.y duties may 
develop consumption in a girl having the 
seeds of tuberculosis in her system. If the 
disease has manifested itself before mar. 
riage, marital relations will increase its 
ravages. 

In nine cases out of ten the consump. 
tive husband will make his wife a co-sur- 
ferer, and vice versa: very frequently the 
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children are also affected and sometimes 
the servants and others living in the fam- 
ily. 

No consumptive should marry during the 
period when the lungs are affected. 
Permission to marry should be withheld 
for two years after the above symptoms 
have ceased, 

Futhermore, each affilcted person should 
have his or her own bed, towels, knives 
and forks, etc. 

The body and other linen of the con- 
sumptive should not be put in the general 
wash unless previously disinfected. Disin- 
fecting of his or her bedroom, clothes, 
books, etc., is Hkewise imperative once per 
week. 

For a consumptive to neglect bodily 
cleanliness is nothing short of crime. Dally

In a rabbit drive hundreds of residents 
of the neighborhood scatter across a piece 
of country known to harbor large numbers 
of the pests and, forming a huge circle 
and slowly diminishing it, they close in on 
their victims until they have them swarm- 
ing over on another as thick as sheep in a 
herd. 

Then they knock the animals on the heads 
with clubs and pile their quivering oar- 
casses up in mounds all over the fatal 
circle of ground that has been chosen for 
the roundup.

If Jack Ramsey, a small merchant of 
the city of Hermosillo, had not, during 
the last part of the “10 years’ war,’’ felt it 
to be either his duty or his pleasure, or 
both, to communicate to the Mexican mil- 
itary authorities certain facts which came 
into his possession, there would have been 
nothing especial for even an indian to have 
remembered about him. 

Hie was a jovial, companionable, genial 
kind of a fellow, well liked by most of 
those with whom he came in contact, but 
he was possessed of an adventurous spirit 
which found little outlet in the dull rou- 
tine of his avoeation, and it sulted him— 
not being over fond ofindians as a race and 
particularly disiiking their methods of war- 
fare—to do some little detective business 
on his Own account. The result of his quiet 
investigations was some particularly valu- 
able information which enabled the Govern- 
ment troops to frustrate a contemplated 
strategic move of their savage enemies 
and rout them entirely in the next en- 
counter which took place between them. 


The Indians considered that Ramsey’s 
interference in the matter of the temporary 
disagreement between them and the Gov- 
ernment was both meddlesome and un- 
pleasing. They went further even and sol- 
emniy declared among themselves that he 
was responsibie for every drop of Indian 
blood which was shed in that disastrous 
battie which had followed his betrayal of 
therm to their foes. 

From the day that they deliberately and 
sternty arrived at this unalterable conclu- 
sion Jack Ramsey was a doomed man. 


No thought of this, however, crossed his 
mind. He had done his duty as he saw it, 
and having done it, the whole affair be- 
came a matter of the past. Peace was pro- 
claimed. The treaty guaranteeing saiely 
from any further outbreak was signed. 
Every Yaqui who promised to be “good” 
was given a certain amount of land and 
an opportunity, did he wish it, to obtain 4 
thorough knowledge of some tranch of in- 
dustry, together with an abundance of sup- 
plies to Keep him in health and comfort 
until such a time as he forgot or outgrew 
the desultory and predatory habits acquired 
through a decade of warfare and became 
once again a respectable, steady-going per- 
son, industrious and self-supporting as of 
old. 

Jack Ramsey went on with his business 
affairs serenely and contentedly and with 
no suspicion of the truth shadowing his 
honest heart. 

Jack Kamsey was of a nationality which 
forgets, but his enemies were Yaquis. 

Business was a little dull in Hermosillo 
when E. N. Miller arrived there intent on 
maaking @ carriage trip through the moun- 
tains for his health, pleasure and profit.

The two men were stripped and bound to 
the wagon wheels with heavy chains, 
drawn so tightly as to cut Into the flesh at 
every point of contact.

TWo 
of these men never saw the other two, and 
yet the story of their defeats makes a 
chain. They were connected in a way, and 
if the spooks of them meet in the half- 
world and compare notes they will have 
an interesting ume. 

The four concerned were Clint Haworth, 
Bill Longiey, King Fisher and Manuel] Es- 
trado. Ali of them died by steel or shot 
or rope, but they did not kill each other. 
The chain began in this way: 

Clint Haworth ts believed to have been a 
native of southern Mississippi. He came to 
Texas in 1876, leaving in the States to the 
east a score which any professional man- 
killer ought to be proud. His total kills 
was five negroes and two white men, and 
he was not then % years old. It is thought 
that he came out West because his own 
country had grown too hot. He did not 
enter very far into Texas, making his 
stamping groun@ along the Sabine River 
which is the State's eagtern boundary, and 
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traveling through the tier of counties run- 
ning up from the Gulf to northern Louisl- 
ana. His business seemed to be trading 
horses, and he got rich at it with strange 
rapidity. It was discovered afterwards 
that it was his custom to steal a bunch of 
animals in Loulsiana, swim them through 
the Sabine at some point where there was 
neither a house nor a ferry, trade them in 
Texus, sell the stock for which he had 
traded them; steal another bunch, cross 
them into Louisiana, trade them, sell and 
steal again. As he was a man of much 
daring and industry, well acquainted with 
the lay of the country and sensible enough 
to employ only one assistant at atime, 
he cleared for three years more than $1000 
amonth He would have amassed much 
wealth but for the fact that he was a pe- 
riodical drinker, and when drunk, like 
most men of his class, was especially dan- 
gerous. He killed several men in affrays 
during these three years, and the expense 
of hiring lawyers, bribing jurors, paying 
for witnesses and like things ate up most 
of his profits. Haworth was brave at all 
times, but when drunk was ferocious. 


At the end of his career in HKastern 
Texas he had a district of 2300 miles long 
by 200 wide utterly terrorized. Even the 
officers of the law, men paid to take their 
lives in their hande and to face all manner 
of dangerous people, were afraid of him, 
and none of them could be found willing to 
attempt his arrest when in one of his 
sprees. 


At such time it was a favorite pastime of 
Haworth's to ride into a crowded saloon 
at night, force the bartender to serve him 
liquor in his eaddie, force him to give water 
to his horse in one of the barroom buck- 
ets, shoot out the lights, ride down the 
steps in the dark and depart. He had a 
bay horse that would attempt to go any- 
where, and the two together made a strong 
eombinaticen. 

The man was a dead shot, and in the 
quickness with his weapon was eurpassed 
in Eastern Texas annals only by John Wes- 
ley’ Hardin, killed in El Paso two years 
ago He was a giant in stature, with a 
huge red beard tumbling to his waist, and 
would have proved a dangerous antagonist 
to any one in a hand-to-hand encounter. 
Thera i¢ a record, however, of his kliling 
but one man with a knife. This was jac- 
complished at a fish fry, and the trouble 
started when Haworth was some distance 
from hjs horse. Contrary to his custom, 
he had left his pistol hanging to his saddle. 
The victim wae & young farmer named 
Brown, and he was knifed from a point 
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into the little towns at midday and dar- 
ing any one to arrest him, getting drunk 
when he felt like it and fulfilling in ev- 
ery way the traditions of a daring high- 
wayman., 

Early in 1880 he went West for a while, 
and dn a barroom in Victoria met King 
Fisher, whose reputation was then at its 
height. Fisher was born in Goliad County, 
and his right name was John King. He was 
slender, like Longley, but of an olive com- 
plexion. His eyes were dark blue and his 
mustache black. His face was exceedingly 
handsome, and he was one of the most ex- 
pert as well as one of the most graceful 
riders the West has ever known. He as- 
sumed the name of Fisher when he left his 
native county. There was a good deal of 
the romantic and debonnair about him, and 
a history of his exploits would fill a book. 

Along the Rio Grande the Mexicans to- 
day are telling stories of ‘“‘Keeng Feesh," 
and in a little while he will be changed in- 
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to one of their legendary heroea, 


He was a bandit of even wider range than 
Longley, and at the time of their meeting 
had 14 notches on the stock of his Winches- 
ter.

He fell a distance of 200 feet, landing on 
his back on a railroad track. His back, 
neck, both legs and both arms were brok- 
en. When he attempted to make his para. 
chute descent the balloon turned over and 
the gas escaped. The big bag fell faster 
than the parachute. Thayer had not yet 
cut loose from the balloon. The result was 
Ghat the balloon caused the parachute to 
<urn Upside down and the aeronaut was left 
helpless. The sight was witnessed by thou- 
Sands. 

Streator furnished another balloon sensa- 

bn early in July, when Mme. Carmon, a 
Professional aeronaut, had a narrow escape 
from death. 

Gasoline was used to hasten the inflation, 
@nd the flames ignited the balloon. Some 
excited spectators shouted to let go, and 
the workmen dropped the guy rope. Mme. 
Carmon, in her ballet costume, was car- 
ried heavenward with the burning balloon. 
Bhe became entangled in the ropes and was 
earried up head downward, like a flying 
frapeze performer. Thousands of onlook- 
ers witnessed her perilous ascent, power- 
less to help her. Soon the fire burned a hole 
fin the balloon, allowing the gas to escape, 
end this caused a speedy descent. The bal- 
foon found a landing on a housetop and the 
Sadame escaped with a few bruises.

W. H. Thayer Met Death at 


ORE than one balloonist has lost his 
One of the most 
thrilling fights for life in micair 
ever witnessed was that made by Aeronaut 
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equally lucky. He made an ascension at 
Lakeview, Io., July 5, before a crowd of 
5000 people, and when at a height of more 
than 150 feet his parachute tore loose, but 
did not open, and he fell to the ground in 
the midst of the crowd, causing a whirl- 
wind of excitement. To the great surprise 
of the doctors who examined him, he did 
not receive fatal injuries. 

At Kansas City, Mo., earlier in the sea- 
son, Howard Twiss, son of a former mayor 
of that town, borrowed a balloon and art- 
tempteld an ascension and parachute jump 
for the entertainment of his friends. It 
was at Chelsea Park, a suburban resort on 
the Kansas side of the line. He ascended, 
as it appeared to the spectators, fully 500 
feet, when the balloon was caught in a 
sudden blast of wind and capsized. The 
parachute failed to do its duty, and young 
Twiss, the balloon and the parachute all 
came tumbling to the earth in a heap to- 
gether. Luckily, the young amateur aero- 
naut and his trappings fe!l first into the 
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branches of a big tree. Then through the 
thick follage Twiss came tumbling to the 
ground, the force of his: fall much broken. 
He was picked up unconscious and carr'‘ed 
to a hospital. The surgeons found several 
bones broken, but said he would recover. 

At Corry, Pa., Frank Reynolds, an ama- 
teur aeronaut and parachute jumper, 
whose ambition it was to win money and 
fame in this perilous business, lost his life 
because he could not swim. He had never 
dropped from dizzy heights with a para- 
chute, but his’ opportunity for a thrilling 
exhibition came when he was engaged as an 
attraction for a summer assembly at Find- 
lay’s Lake, 15 miles from Corry. 

On the afternoon of July 31, in the pres- 
ence of a large crowd, the young man made 
his ascension. He soared skyward to the 
height of 3000 feet. He struck a current of 
air which carried his balloon out over the 
lake. In the great crowd which watched 
Reynolds as he swung loose from the 
trapze bar of the balloon and opened his

parachute to drop, was his young wife, who 
realized the peril to which he was exposed, 
and who suddenly startled everybody by 
crying out in a frenzy of terror: 


“He can't swim and he wil! drown!’’ 


Down, down came the young husband, 
unconscious, probably, of the danger which 
threatened him from below. Boats were 
quickly manned and put out In response to 
the alarm, but Reynolds struck the water 
where there is a depth of 90 feet, threw up 
his hands and sunk like a stone, while the 
nearest rescuing crew was 200 feet away. 
It was his first and last exhibition. He 
was 2% years old. 


Edward M. East, 21 years old, met a sim- 
llar fate in a Minnesota lake one pleasant 
evening in the first week of August. It 
was in the town of Walker. According to 
advertisements the young aeronaut made 
his ascension in the evening, and there was 
a big crowd on hand to watch the perform- 
ance. Everything was made ready and the 
hot air balloon shot heavenward at the rate 
of a mile a minute. At an altitude of sev- 
eral hundred feet a strong wind caught the 
balloon and carried it out over the south 
arm of Leech Lake. Soon the aerial vehicle, 
with the young man atill sitting on the 
trapeze bar, was lost to sight ‘.A sense of 
impending danger oe hrough the 
crowd. Then a steamer hastened to the 
rescue, and although the balloon was re- 
covered the aeronaut was not to be found. 
A search was kept up all night, but no 
signs of the body were seen. It was sup- 
posed that the parachute falled to do its 
work properly, and that East in attempting 
to cut himself loose became excited and 
fell headlong into the lake. 

Charles Keef, an aeronaut of Cleveland. 
O., met death in that city July 19 in the 
presence of several hundred persons who 
had assembled to witness his balloon as- 
cension and parachute jump at Euclid 
Beach Park. The balloon and parachute 
were attached to a guy rope, which in 
turn was fastened to a stake. AS the bal- 
loon became inflated it swayed and tugged 
so powerfully as to pull the stake from the 
ground. Released from its moorings, the 
airship shot upward with a sudden jerk, 
and the trapeze bar was broken by coming 
in contact w'th the flying stake. Aeronaut 
Keef frantically clung to the ropes of the 
balloon. Almost before any one realized 
the situation he had been lifted a height of 
1530 feet from the ground. At this point he 
glanced downward over his shoulder, with 
a look of terror on his face. He probably 
felt that it meant certain death to cling 
longer to the ropes and allow the balloon to 
carry him higher, so he took the one chance 
in a thousand which remained to him and 
released his grip for a fall. He landed 
squarely on his feet. The crowd stood 
breathless with horror as he shot down- 
ward like a plummet. Both his legs were 
broken and his internal injuries were very 
severe. He died without regaining con- 
sciousness.

CHOLERA CHECKED 
BY INOCULATION. 


INCE the discovery that animals can 
be protected from the effects of the 
common bacillus by a carefully pre-

calities liable to be affected with cholera, 
end4 where the incidence of cholera on those 
who were inoculated and those who were 
mot could be watched almost as carefully as 
any experimental work in the laboratory. 

From these sources favorable results were 
fecorded over and over again, but the most 
extended and continuous observations were 
obtained in the cholera-stricken bustees of 
Caloutta, where some 8000 people were in- 
oculated and the results collected as to 
the occurrences of cholera in the huts in- 
habited by the inoculated. The Calcutta re- 
sults showed that for nearly 14 months 
the number of deaths among the inocu- 
lated was 22.62 times smaller than among 
the uninoculated, and for the rest of the 
‘time under observation the proportion in 
their favor fell to 1 and 154. 


One important and unforseen result, how- 
ever, Was observed in all these inoculations, 
[t was that while the number of deaths ap- 
peared to be influenced strikingly by the 
inoculations, the proportion of deaths to 
those attacked was not changed. The case 
iicidence was remarkabiy afltected, but the 
Case mortality was not reduced. In other 
words, the inoculation prevented in a high 
people from being attacked with 
Gholera, but it did not prevent those per- 
sons who were attacked from dying in as 
bigh a proportion as the uninoculated, This 
was @new and unexpected aspect in the 
problem of preventive inoculation, and it 
Was studied carefully in the laboratory, 
with the view of adopting a method for 
éholera inoculation, which would affect the 
Case mortaliy as weil. 

Plague, however, broke out in India at 
this time, and it was decided to apply the 
pew method to the plague inoculations with 
the view of securing not only a lowering 
ef the susceptibility to the disease which 
had been obtained in cholera, but also a 
reduction of the case mortality. lor the 
cholera ‘“‘vaccines” the microbe had alone 
been used, which gave to the serum of the 
blood a strong destructive power against 
comma bacilli, but no anti-toxic powers 
capable of neutralizing the effect of the 
products of these microbes. It was now 
decided in plague to uee not only the bodies 
of the microbes, but their concentrated 
products, with the object of combining 
anti-bacterial and anti-toxic properties. To 
@ccumulate for the plague prophylactic a 

amount of extra-cellular toxins the 
Bacilli were grown in broth. The process

At Lanowlie, Kirkee, Damaon, Hub- 
li, Dharwar and Gadag the difference in the 
mortality from plague between the inocu- 
lated and the uninoculated was estimated 
to average over 8 per cent. Further, it 
appears from the data collected in the 
larger hospitals that the case mortality 
among the inoculated admitted for plague 
is at least W per cent lower than among 
the uninoculated.

BLIND MEN’S SENSES 
NOT EXTRA ACUTE. 


HE loss of sight does not necessarily 
lead to increased acuteness of the 
other senses. A long series of exper!l- 

ments has recently been made by Prof. H. 
Griesbach of Basle, Switzerland, upon the 
relative acuteness of the senses of hearing, 
touch, taste and smell in the cases of the 
blind and those who possess normal vision. 
The observations were made on those who 
were otherwise healthy. In the differentia- 
tion of tactile impressions no remarkable 
differences were observed between the see- 
ing and the blind, or if small differences 
did exist, they were in favor of the see- 
ing. 

In those born blind, the tactile sharp- 
ness was somewhat less than in the see- 
ing and in some cases the sensorium gen- 


erally wag equally defective. The blind in 
particular fee! less acutely with the tip of 
the index finger than do those who see 
and in many cases the tactile acuteness 
of the two index finger tips differ. In the 
blind, especially in the region of the hand, 
a stronger impression is required to pro- 
duce a tactile impression than tn those pos- 
sessed of sight. In the capability of lo- 
caliziie impressions of sound no 4difference 


exists between the blind and the seeing. 
In both great Individual variations occur. 
As a rule, in the seeing and the blind, 


the use of the organ of both sides gives 
better results than the use of one alone. 

No difference in the acuteness of hearing 
exists between the blind and those who 
see. 

No relation was observed between the 
acuteness of hearing and the power of lo- 
calizing sounds in either the seeing or the 
blind. 

No difference was abserved in the two 
Classes in regard to the acuteness of smell. 

In the execution of manual labor the blind 
become fatigued sooner than do those of 
equal age who see. The blind are more fa- 
tigued with manual than with mental work, 
Which is not the case with the seeing of 
the same age. 

If any difference exists in regard to ex- 
haustion after mental labor it is in favor 
of those of the same age who see. 

Among the blind and the seeing there are 
persons Who have many, others who have 
only a few, and others again who have no 
illusory or erroneous impressions of touch. 
Or the parts of the skin examined falla- 
cious determinations were most frequent 
over the sides of the head, and least fre- 
quent on the tips of the fingers. The num- 
bers of errors in the seeing and the blind 
rose With an increase in the number of the 
stimuli and with increase of pressure. Er- 
rors occurred more frequently in the seeing 
and the blind with sharp than with blunt 
points, and in both errors were more nu- 
merous when the distance between the 
points of skin stimulated was small than 
when it Was great. - 

These results in many respects are op- 
posed to generally received opinions, for it 
is usually supposed that deprivation of 
sight leads to exaltation of the acuteness 
of the other senses, especially of the touch 
and hearing, yet in the 20 blind persons ex- 
amined by Prof. Griesbach this was not ob- 
served, and it would hence appear that too 
much reliance has been placed by physiolo- 
gists on certain exceptional cases, where 
the sensitiveness to impressions on these 
senses has been unusually high. 


BITTEN BY A RATTLESNAKE 


DWARD V. Hall of Orchard Ranch, 

eS near Phenix, Ariz., had a thrilling 

experience last week while on a pros- 
pecting trip along the Colorado River. 

While in camp at Aubery Landing, about 
60 miles below Needles, he was bitten by 
a rattlesnake of the dangerous “side-wing. 
er’ variety. He had just built a fire to 
get breakfast and was feeding his horse 
when the snake, hidden in the hay, struck 
him without rattling, piercing his heavy 
overalls and breaking off a fang in the 
leg just below the knee. He was entirely 
alone in camp, as the country is almost 
without population, and the nearest doctor 
was at Needles, over an almost impassable 
trail. Hurrying to the house he took his 
razor, cut out the tcoth and poisoned flesh, 
heated an iron bolt red hot and cauterized 
the wound thoroughly. 

Ammonia had been included {n his outfit 
in anticipation of a possible accident of the 
kind and he immediately took a large dose 
diluted in water, continuing the treatment 
every half hour. The danger and pain was 
greatest for eight hours, after which the 
limb began to swell and grow easier, but 
for two days his horses stood in the hot 
sun just outside without food or water, be- 
cause he was unable to get out of the 
house. The third morning he managed to 
untie the horses and then crawled to the 
river, a hundred yards away, and rolled in. 

As soon as possible he buried his leg in 
the wet sand and lay there all day. The 
mud and water reduced the fever, and the 
sixth day, although still very weak and 
lame, he started out for the railroad and 
a doctor. He reached home safely, driving 
his team all the way, and is recovering as 
rapidly as possible. 

Ammonia its the best and almost the only 
known remedy for the bite of a poisonous 
snake. It is used exclusively by the Eng- 
lish army in India, and a recent Govern- 
ment report makes the statement that 90 
per cent of the cases treated promptly re- 
cover. The use of alcoholic stimulants is 
discouraged, and the fact that Mr. Hall 
had no liquor in camp and was not able 
to get even the strong coffee which {ts rec- 
ommended and yet came through so well 
would indicate that the ammonia does its 
work. 


IS TEA HARMFUL? 
OSTON physicians are discussing with 
B some warmth the statement made by 
a London medical-journal that some 
English physicians oppose the use of tea as 
a beverage. Dr. Samuel! H. Durgin, Chair- 
man of the Boston Board of Health, says: 

“The old idea is that tea drinking to ex. 
cees is harmful, just as any other stimu- 
lant is when abused, but this fact js not 
sufficient to put tea under the ban. In 
general practice a physician has cases 
which shows the evils of overindulgence in 
tea, especially among servant girls, but it 
is not fair to assume on this account that 
the overindulgence is so general as to be 
@ menace to public health, and I do not 
think there is any concerted action against 
tea drinking here.” 

Dr. O. G. Cilley, a recognized expert on 
nervous and brain troubles, is strongly op- 
posed to the afternoon tea. He says: 

“Our American women are very nervous, 
anyway, on account of their manner of life, 
which does not allow them sufficient out- 
door exercise. Every well-apnointed fash- 
fonable home has its tea table in the corner. 
It is the proper thing to go to afternoon 
teas, where the handsomest women are 
invariably selected to pour. The name of 
the woman who is to pour is always an- 
nounced in advance. This woman would

ITH the thousand and one possibill- 
ties of accident and diseas4, it jis 

W miraculous that so many escape. 
The old adage, ‘“‘Heaven helps them who 
held themse'ves,” is never more true than 
in those cases in which prompt thought, 
prompt action, and a lightening tngen‘ity 
not only avert accidents and lessen the con- 
sequences of misadventrue, but even save 
life itself. 

In these later days the value of human 
life hes increased in general estimation 
nearly a hundredfold, and measures have 
been adopted in every way to preserve it. 
Not the hast. successful have been those 
which have been called to mind and devised 
for rendering what has been called ‘First 
Aid to the Injured.” Associations and so- 
cleties have been .formed at home and 
abroad witit this purpose in mina  Poiive- 
men, firemen and other public servants have 
received instructf®n in these directions, and 
a large number of schools and socieiies, as 
well as private classes, have had courses 
of systematic and well-considered Iinstruc- 
tion, the value of which has been greatly 
appreciated,.and the utility of which has 
been often demonstated. Nevertheless, 
there exists a Jarge number who Lave had 
neither the time or the opportunity to

and practical suggestions which these 
papers are intended to set forth may be 
timely and useful. 

Wher an accident has happened preserve 
you~ presence of mind, and impart to those 
around as much composure as you Can. 
Place the injured one in as comfortable a 
position as possible with the least move- 
ment, keeping the body horizontal, and 
ra.sing the head a very little. Prevent 
people from crowding about, and get as 
much air as possible. If the accident is at 
all serious and the patient suffers from 
shock, the head should be lowered and heat 
applied. This can be done by means of hot- 
water bags or large bottles filled with hot 
water, or even the stove covers from the 
kitchen stove or range can be taken and 
wrapped up in flannel and placed at the 
feet and along the extremities of the body. 
In the ‘hurry and Zeal see that they are not 
so hot as to burn and blister, as may easily 
occur unless care is taken. Next, if the 
patient can be made to swallow, give stimu- 
lants. Always have in the house the aro- 
matic spirits of ammonia. It is the best and 
safest stimulant that can be administered 
in case of need. A teaspoonful in a third of 
a giass of water should be given. Some of 
it poured on a handkerchief can be held to 
the nose for inhalation. Hot water, hot 
tea, hot coffee, hot milk, can be given if 
there is the cold of collapse. 

If you give alcoholic stimulants, give 


brandy or whisky instead of wine, as the

he comes, to tell just the condition of the 
patient and the seriousness of the injury. 

While you have sent others to carry out 
the foregoing directions, you have been try- 
ing to find out the nature and extent of the 
injury which has been received. Ascertain 
this as hastily as possible, with as little 
disturbance of the parts as may be. Re- 
move the clothing covering the injured 
member as gently as you can. It ts better 
to cut through the clothing than to use any 
force. 

When the flesh has been injured, {f the in. 
jury is slight, it will be Druised or torn or 
lacerated, if the injury is more extensive 
there will be hemorrhege. When the ac- 
cident is very serious the bleeding may 
come from an artery. In this case the blood 
spurts in jets with a pulsation as it is 
pumped by the heart. 

Every one should know the lines along 
which the great arteries of the body run. 
The can be easily learned and followed 
by the pulsations, which can be felt by the 
finger. By placing the finger on the artery 
which supplies the part, and pressing upon 
it, the bleeding may be checked temporarily. 
The pressure to check the bleeding should 
be made upon the artery away from the 
wound, in the direction of the heart. Stuf- 
fing the wound with cloth and making 
pressure upon that will check hemorrhage. 

If the wound is on one of the extremities 
a tourniquet may be improvised out of @ 
handkerchief or a trianglar plece of cloth, 
or a piece of rubber tubing. With a stick 
or a pencil a twist can be made so that the 
requisite amount of pressure may be gained. 


When the bleeding is stopped, the wound 
should be washed carefully with lukewarm 
water to which some alcohol has been added, 
and when.it has been cleansed the edges 
of the wound should be brought together as 
neatly and closely as possible, and covered 
over with a wet cloth folded a number of 
times, to await the attention of the surgeon. 
If you must see to the closing of the wound,

press the edges firmly together and satrap 
them with strips of rubber adhesive plaster, 
a roll of which one ought always to have 
in the house, or with them if traveling.

More people suffer from heatstroke than 
is realized. The prolonged elevation of heat 
acts upon the body as much as the direct 
rays of the sun. If, in very hot weather, 
one feels a pain In the head and a sense of 
oppression, it would be well to take warn- 
ing. Loss of consciousness with heavy 
breathing occurs, and the skin is intensely 
hot and dry. The temperature of the bod) 
mounts very high. The patient should be 
taken to a cool and airy @lace, the clothing 
loosened and made light, and if possible 
he should be placed In a cold bath tn which 
the water is made very cold. It is not well 
to dash water upon the surface of the body. 
It is better to wrap the body in wet sheets, 
if it is not possible to place the patient 
in a tub. The sheet can be kept wet with 
pouring water over it. When the patient 
is better the stimulants may be given in- 
ternally. After a sunstroke one is much 
more susceptible to the heat. —

| caren, that sovereign emetic for chil- 


dren, is becoming scarce. The Rio va- 
riety is well known to the drug trade 
of the United States, while the importation 
of the Carthagena variety is prohibited by 
the customs authorities of Brazil. But the 
increasing scarcity of the Rio variety has 
directed attention to the Carthagena or 
New Granada root which, In appearance, 
does not materially differ from the Brazil- 
lan root, excepting that the rings which 
Characterize Ipecac are less conspicuous. 
It is in tte physlological effects that the 


Carthagena ipecac is supposed to differ 
from the Brazilian variety, the former con- 
taining lees “emetine” than the latter, and

Ciple “‘cephaline,”” which is understood to 
have a different action from that of eme- 
tine. The prohibition of Carthagena ipecac 
is no doubt justifiable in view of the meager 
information regarding the physiological ac- 
tion of the drug as compared with Rio ipe- 
Cac, On which the efficacy of ipecac as a 
therapeutic agent Is based. It is surprise- 
ing that physiological research to determine 
the action of cephaline, the alkaloid which 
distinguishes the Carthagena variety, hae 
not been undertaken earlier.

His idea prevailed. The patients were 
Given the greatest liberty compatible with 
common sense and the dispositions they 
displayed. This liberty has seldom been 
abused. Great flower beds were lald out 
all over the grounds; plenty of rustic seats 
were provided; the grounds were kept 
scrupulously clean; the floors of all the 
Dulidings were polished till they shone like 
glass. Cleanliness, light, air, exercise, pa- 
tience, kindness, l!berty were the bright 
words in the Runge lexicon. The use of the 
Strait-jJacket wes not abolished, but 
padded or flexible material was always 
used. Dr. Runge knows the full name of 
every patient under his care. He studies 
their Individual needs. 

The asylum is located on an eminence In 
the midst of a 2-acre tract at Macklind 
avenue and Arsenal street, five blocks west 
of King’s highway. With one exception 
the site is the highest point of land in 
St. Louls. 

Concerning the methods of treatment of 
the insane now in vogue in his institution, 
Dr. Runge has made the following state- 
ment for the Sunday Post-Dispatch.

é< UR CURES in this institution av- 
erage about 2% per cent. This cal. 


culation is based upon all the pa- 
tients under my control. I find from in- 
vestigation that this is an enviable record, 
and one rarely exceeded, 

“I believe 30 per cent of cures is the 
highest record reported from an authentio 
6ource. I have seen reports indicating 
50, and even 60 per cent of cures, but they 
cannot be accurate in the nature of things. 
A close examination will show that they 
ere full of flaws, and are based upon a 
system of calculation, selected because of 
the wonderful opportunities it offers for 
boosting records. 

“Our death rate varies, seldom, if ever, 
being equal in two successive years. It 
ranges from 4 per cent to 7 per cent, never 
going below the former or exceeding the 
latter. I do not think the rate high when 
the character of the patients upon which 
it.is computed is considered. 

“Hypnotism is not in use 
tution. I don’t beWNeve in it as a cure for 
the insane for good reasons. I think it 
might be successfully used in cases of hys- 
teria, but that is about the Imit of Its 
usefulness. It certainly is not a success- 
ful curative in strictly insane cases It 
can only influence those persons who are 
willing subjects. Before a person can 
pass under the control of the hypnotist 
he must determine that he wishes to be 
hypnotized, and keep his mind concentrat- 
ed on that wish. An Insane person usual- 
ly has not sufficient concentrative power 
to make himself a subject. If, perchance, 
he has, he is too obstinate and suspicious 
to use it. The percentage of insane per- 
eons that may be hypnotized is infinitesi- 
mal.’’ 


DR. RUNGE’S METHOD. 


“The theory upon which I proceed tn the 
treatment of the Insane Is that the pa- 
tient should be prevented as far as pos- 
#ible from brooding upon his condition. His 
disease is aggravated by thinking about it 
and, if it I would place him 
in an environment where pleasing diver- 
sions would always occupy his mind and 
nothing would remind him of his misfort- 
ure. Under our present system and with 
our small legisiative appropriations, we 
cannot have such ideal facilities for our 
work an!l we must content ourselves with 
Keeping the patient's mind as nearly as 
possible from himself. 

“For this reason I have protested times 
innumerable against calling this institution 
an insane asylum. The word asylum ear- 
ries with it the hopelessness of a living 
@raveyard and beyond doubt a cause 
Which keeps inciplent cases of mental 
aberration outside its wa!ls when treatment 
would promise the very best results. No 
faving is implied by such a state of af- 
fairs, as the same cases are sure to be 
placed eventually under the sheltering 
care of a public charity, making them 
feel ite life-long instead of its temporary 
charges. 

“In this case there is a great deal in a 
mame and | firmly believe that infinitely 
better results could ba obtained if the 
name of the St. Louis Insane Asylum were 
changed to the St. Louis Hospital for the 
Insane. 

“I feel strongly on this point, for my 
ambition has been from the very first day 
of the assumption of the duties of my 
position to change this place from one of 
simple safekeepirg to one of active treat- 
ment; 1. e., a hospital in fact. When I say 
treatment, 1 do not mean medication, for 
I am inclined to circumscribe narrowly all 
measures of a purely medicinal) nateire, ex- 
cept in the management of cases of phy- 
sical disease, which, cf course, does not 
differ materially from the one inaugurated 
among sane patients. 

“Mental deviations from 
fecal form must met with measures of 
& psychical nature. To do this with the 
assurance of success we must enter the life 
of each end every inJividual patient. 
Subile iniluence of a sympathetic, now 
cheerful, now more serious personality, on 
the great majority of the insane, 
be overestimated. In spending 
among them, we must be like 
sunshine to them, cheering and

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“I never lose sight of the fact that I am 
first physician and then custodian, My past 
experience has taught me that eleemosyn- 
ary institutions frequently present little 
worlds, whose fixed etars are the officers 


of cruel, and when I became superintetr 
dent of this place I allowed these grounds 
and the buildings to revert back to their 
original owners, who are the patients. 


With this idea in view, I caused the re- 
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and employes. At the very first general 
meeting with my subordinates, I impressed 
upon them the necessity of reversing the 
relative positions. First the patients and 
then the rest of us. They were the cause 
of our official existence, and are immuta- 
able, if not as individuals they are so as 
a body; while we represent the transient 
holders of a high trust. Every measure ev- 
ery step taken, seemingly remote, was taken 
with a view of accruing to the patients’ 
benefit. 

“*The patients run this place’ are to me 
words of a pleasing sound, not of harsh 
criticleam. 

“The instructions issued early in my ad- 
ministration to have a large number of 
quiet patients in groups or some maniacs 
singly, roam about the grounds and not 
within the inclosure of the so-called parks, 
created somewhat of a stir in our neigh- 
borhood, and protests even reached the 
public press. I did not discontinue this 
practice, but enlarged it by sending squads 
consisting of from 60 to 75 persons to Tow- 
er Grove Park and even as far as Comp- 
ton Heights. These experiments worked 
very satisfactorily, for not a single incident 
marred the harmony of the pleasure jaunts. 

“TIT am still enlarging this pra¢étice. Sev- 
eral times a year I take some of my pa- 
tients to entertainments. We go to the 
summer gardens, the Exposition and other 
places where the patients will see some- 
thing that will please them and divert their 
minds from the gloomy contemplation of 
themselves, 

“These jaunts are not only essential to 
the well-being of my patients, as in this 
manner they are brought into contact with 
the werld, which they left behind, and were 
used to long for behind lock and key, but 
they are an educational factor for the com- 
munity at large, a great portion of which 
is still possessed of the superstitious belief 
that their insane fellow-brethren are all 
but devoid of human semblance, terrible 
but terrifying freaks of cruel! nature. 

“The sight of a crowd of 75 insane men 
strolling peacefully along the thoroughfares 
of a large city, smoking, chatting, gaging 
at the pretty residences, must lead many 
a thoughtful passer-by to stop and think of 
how little apparent difference there is be- 
tween himself and these benighted crea- 
tures. I was asked many a time what kept 
the crowd together, why they did not 
break the slimly guarding line of attend- 
ants. 

“Neither rifles nor whips are the means 
of holding them in the tracks of their 
standard bearer, but this seeming miracle 
is wrought by the discipline to which each 
person in this Institution is subjected. The 
clock-work regularity of thelr dally lives 
makes our patients, except those of a vio- 
lent type, soon after admission, fail into 
line and, without clearly realizing the fact, 
they become integral parts of the great 
united fainily, This discipline is not forced 
on the patients, but they submit to it as a 
matter of course, like soldiers or any ag- 
Sregation of men who, by force of clir- 
cumstances, are compelled to dwell in close 
contact with each other. 


PLEASURES OF PATIENTS. 


“Walks beyond the boundaries of our 
campus are not always practicable on ac- 
count of the state of the weather, but the 
campus itself is a beautiful place and it !s 
always open to those patients who are not 
actually violent. ‘This beauty is being en- 
hanced constantly by the addition of new 
ornaments, 

“This is frequently commented upon by 
our visiters, geome of whom think our pa- 
ents quite fortunate jn living amid such 
Pleas: a. surroundings. I would advise them 
to spend most of the day behind fron Dars 
and screens and gaze through them upon 
the environment, and, when off the wards, 
be driven {nto an inclosure surrounded by 
a high board fence, ‘which keeps the eun- 
ight and the cooling breezes out and the 
dampness in. Woutd they not be inclined 
to condemn rather than praise the beau- 
ties which are put before them in such a 
tantalizing ah -wineyr 4 but which they are 
allowed to enjoy only im the — 
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trollable desire to rid himself of the sur- 
gical dressing. 

“If absolutely no mechanical restraint ts 
employed there is but one way of managt- 
Ing these and kindred cases, and that ts 
by an unmerciful system of drugging. The 
problem simply resolves itself into a ques- 
tion of chemical against mechanical re- 
straint, and I give the latter the palm of 
superiority without a moment’s hesitation. 
My instructions to lighten or remove cam- 
isole, muffs, wristlets or straps can be car- 
ried out when the proper time arrives, 
while the quieting dose, ance administered, 
passes beyond my controlling will. 

‘*Besides, in some cases—of mania of an 
alcoholic etiology—will not be quieted by 
any amount of our most approved seda- 
tives. Nothing short of a lethal dose of 
hydrocianic acid will allay the storm; this 
will effectually stop the exhausting ravings 
of the mind and muscles with the ceas- 
ing beatings of the heart. 

“It would be interesting to know how 
many cases under the  non-restraint 
gystem have found their way to un- 
timely death through maniacal! exhaustion. 
What. measures are taken by the advocates 
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moval of every inclosure on the grounds, 
even the high wells and fences, and began 
the practice of allowing the patients to 
spend as much time in the free open air 
under the shade trees of the campus as I 
deemed good for them. 

“Some escapes take place under this plan, 
but shall we make the great bulk of pa- 
tients suffer by depriving them absolutely 
of all opportunities to breathe as a free man 
or free woman simply because a few pa- 
tients manage to evade the vigilance of 
the guards? 

“It does the patients good to feel that 
they are being trusted and placed upon 
their manhood or womanhood and carries 
out my idea of making them feel as nearly 
at home as possible. 


CULTIVATING SELF-RESPECT. 


“There is one thing I find helps me much 
in administering the duties of my position, 
and that is the cultivation of self-respect 
among the patients. I do this by treating 
all of them with due consideration and 
making it a part of their discipline that 
they are to treat each other with proper re- 
spect. This convinces them that they are 
men and women and not social outcasts, 
and they will, in most cases, repay in good 
behavior the trouble that I take in bring- 
ing about this condition. I also keep the 
wards and hallways as attractive as possi- 
ble. 

“Visitors exprese surprise at the cleanil- 
ness and neatness of the floors and walis 
and immediately determine that the pa- 
tients are satisfied with their lot. They for.. 
get that bare walls, be they ever so clean, 
do not inspire with a feeling of comfort 
those who are hourly surrounded by them. 

“A clean prison is better than a dirty 
one, but still Ris a prison. I have caused 
a large collection of pictures to be hung 
wherever convenient, and always have the 
floors highly polished. I have lined the 
hallways and wards with attractive chairs 
and settees and endeavored to make them 
look as homelike as possible. Every floor 
has a plano or music box, and the patients 
get wonderful pleasure out of them, as 
music appeals particularly to an insane per- 
gon. On each floor I have fitted up at- 
tractive sitting rooms, where patients may 
go and read, talk or play games. 

“The uninitiated have no idea how these 
pleasant surroundings buoy up the pa- 
tients and impress them with the idea that 
they must conduct themselves in a manner 
to deserve everything with which they are 
eurrounded. 

There is another method of discipline I 
practice which I find is also a good pro- 
moter of self-respect. It is a system of 
ward-transferring. In the hope of being 
transferred to a better ward, patients will 
practice wonderful self-restraint and con- 
duct themselves in a polite and genteel 
manner. If their conduct justifies it, they 
are promoted to a betetr ward. In most 
cases they ,then become ambitious to en- 
ter a stil] better ward, and that keeps 
their conduct on a model plan. 

“The only punishment for avoidable 
transgressions in this hospital is this sys- 
tem of ward transfers. If patients per- 
sistently disobey my orders and ere uncon- 
trollable, I send them to a more unpleasant 
ward. Usually they beg in a few hours 
to be restored to their old ward. They 
cannot bear to be classified with patients 
of a worse type than themselves. A stay 
of a few hours’ duration there generally 
cures their spirit of incorrigibility. Pleas- 
ant, comfort-breathing surroundings wiil 
unquestionably influence those among the 
mentally sick who are still amenable to 


such treatment. They will unconsciously 
strive to appear cleaner and neater, so as 
to harmonize with their environment. 

“Enforced life in a pig-sty will! gradually 
subvert the most scrupulously neat habits. 
Our patients are dressed neatly and the 
clothing of both fs cut after the latest 
fashion. 

“Our women appear neater than our men 
because a woman can be dressed very at- 
tractive for a few cents. Burt the best we 
can give the men is jeans and a neat cut 
will not even take from them the sugges- 
tion of the Workhouse. 

“With @ view te furthering self-respect 


among my patients, I have intredwced a 
novel feature in our dining service. I most 
emphatically:condemn the so-called congre. 
gational dining room system,. which may 
offer labor-saving advantages, but is ab- 
solutely pernicious to the sensitive natures 
of a large portion of our patients. I hold 
that we have not too much classification 
in such affairs, but, on the contrary, have 
not half enough. I have, consequently, 
improved greatly upon this nefarious sys- 
tem by introducing small round tables, at 
which four persons can sit. Under this 
system four persons who are especially 
congenial and friendly can enjoy thelr 
meals and a pleasing conversation at the 
same. time. 

“The conduct of some patients at a con- 
gregate table is so unpleasant that others 
cannot eat while looking at it, and mass- 
ing so many persons together makes them 
angry and puts them in ugly moods that 
sometimes do not wear away until the 
next meal. There may not be any valid 
objection to the herding together of termi- 
nal dements and idiots in common dining 
rooms, but:convalescents, as well as the 
chronic insane, with only partially impaired 
intellectual power could hardly be expected 
to derive much pleasure from these large 
feeding places. 

“Even the addition of orchestral music 
during the meals, as suggested by _the 
late Dr. Rohe, would certainly not out- 
balance the distateful features accompany- 
ing the indiscriminate mingling of the dif- 
ferent classes of the insane. In order to 
test the soundness of my conception, I sub- 
mitted the question to a vote by my pa- 
tients, and they unanimously decided in 
favor of their present separate dining 
rooms, with the small tables seating four 
persons—music or no music. I don’t use 
the small tables tn the violent wards. I 
don’t think they would do any good there 
because those patients have no self-re- 
spect, and it cannot be cultivated into 
them. 

“I adorn the esmall table with nice, 
clean linen, and give the patients knives, 
forks, china plates and soup bowls and 
china cups and saucers. In the violent 
wards the tin eating utensils are still used 
because the patients continually hurl 
them about the table. 


INDIVIDUAL BATHS. 


“I have aboiished collective bathing, and 
I now have every bathtub in the houses in- 
closed in a separate partition. This, I 
find, promotes cleanliness, as the patient 
will bathe readily in private, although it 
was necessary to force them into the water 
when the great bathroom had no partition, 

“Every patient has a clean towel as 
many times as he or she wishes to bathe. 
I am pleased to say that most of our pa- 
tients find it a pleasure to bathe every day 
during the hot weather. 

“The fact of being shut off from the out- 
er world is most keenly felt by many pa- 
tients, and I, therefore, encourage cor- 
respondence, All letters, unless unmall- 
able, or unintelligible, or written to per- 
Sons evidently not acquainted with the 


‘writers, are forwarded to their addresses, 


and the incoming letters are given to the 
patients in the sealed envelopes in which 
they are received. The latter procedure 
is an innovation which was introduced 
with a view of a.aking the patients feel 
that their mail is handled with proper re- 
gard to its privacy, and it not perused by 
a dozen outsiders before reaching them. 
This step has met with great favor among 
the patients. 

“The graphophile paranoilac is never 
stinted in paper, ink or pencil, for to him 
or her letter writing is as essential as daily 
bread. His correspondence all goes to 
our clinical repository. The paranolac 
derives much greater pleasure in writing 
his communications than in receiving re- 
p.ies to them. 

“As long as a patient is confided to my 
care, I deem it my duty to defend him 
against any injurious Influences, and such 
influences may emanate from intercourse 
from the nearest and dearest of kin. On 
the very same ground I have excluded all 
public visitors from the violent ward, es- 
pecially the ome on the women's sade 4 
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have been very painstaking in impressing 
upon the latter class of visitors the ne- 
cessity of avoiding all appearance of levity 
and, On some occasions, I have flatly re- 
fused to admit some visitors who by the 
very spirit of their request mistook this in- 
stitution for a free for all dime museum, 
filled with freaks and monstrosities, open 
at all hours for the gratification of their 
disgustingly morbid curiosity. I do not 
want to create the impression that I am 
antagonistic to all public visiting; on the 
contrary, I hy vld that a limited amount of 
it acts as a stimulant to the patient. Sym- 
pathy should be the motive leading to such 
visits, or, if curlosity, tt should not be ex- 
hibited in its brutal nakedness. 


FACH CASE SEPARATE, 


“Individualization is the sine qua non 
for the achievement of any satisfactory re- 
sults in the treatment of the insane. This 
is a well-recognized axiom, and hence it is 
necessary to get a close view of each singie 
case. “To encourage a more intimate re- 
lationship with my patients, I have re- 
moved from my private office the chilling 
halo of a sanctum sanctorum. Anyone, 
whether patient or employe, has access to 
it at all times. I have often invited pa- 
tients to confabs in my office or, during the 
warm season, under our shade trees, and 
I have never had a reason to regret the 
hospitality thus proffered, for they were 
more willing to yield up their innermost 
selves in the privacy of a teat-a-tete, ex- 
periencing at the same time a feeling of 
gratification at the show of proper regard. 
The custom will be greatly enlarged in the 
future. 

“It is the 
deceive any 
sional form of insanity 
his delusions appear real to us, but, of 
course, exceptions to this rule exist as 
to all rules. I have in mind two men who 
are exceedingly useful members to our 
household. Both of them are only slightly 
cemented, but are incurable. It would be 
nothing short of folly to d'isabuse their 
minds of the reality of their positions. Any 
such attempt would be followed by open re- 
bellion and unnecessary suffering, hence 
they are allowed to figure on the list of em- 
ployes, the one drawing a monthly salary 
in the shape of a non-negotiable check and 
the other being in gleeful expectation of 
some future reward. 

“One of my first official acts was to abol- 
ish the criminal ward. I came into this 
position fully determined that the stamp 
of criminal ghould not be set upon any 
person sent to my care. All are patients 
while they are in my custody and I never 
for one moment cease to become the phy- 
Siclan to be the jailer. I class the j[er- 
sons who are accused of crimes just as lI 
Class my other patients and assign them to 
wards with the same process. They enjoy 
the same freedom, the same consideration, 
and 1 allow no distinctions whatever to be 
made against them. 

‘‘My theory in the management of my 
patients is the minimization of restraint, I 
g ve each of them all the liberty commen. 
surate with the safety of his associates. In 
other words, 1 give him as much liberty as 
he can use without inconveniencing any- 
body. Tne unwalled campus, the rule which 
permits patients to roam wherever they 
wish within ground limits and the unlocked 
doors in many of the sleeping wards, ail 
testify my hearty antipathy to a lock and 
key system, with its high walis and perni- 
clous bull pens. 


MECHANICAL RESTRAINT. 


‘The tctal sbolition of mechanical re- 
etraint in an insane hospital is an absolute 
impossibility. It must be used in sume 
cases and I desire to put myself on record 
as emphatically out of sympathy with the 
hue and cry against it. It is tostered either 
by a spirit of cant or misguided sentiment- 
ality and the real issue is lost sight of in 
either case. If I should piace over the 
door of this institution the boastful device, 
‘No mechanical restraint practiced here,’ 
or make the same device a text for a ser- 
mon in my annual report, I should, in 
justice to scientific exactnees, give a de- 
tailed account of the manner of managiitg 
the following cases: A maniac who destroys 
nightly his mattress, bedding and clothes, 
all made of duck; a melancholiac with tend- 
encies to aggravated self-flageliation; a pa- 
tient affilcted whith traumatic insanity, 
whose frenzy is at times equal to that of 
the epileptic maniac; a senile or paralytic 
cement in his frequently so unbridled abuse 
towards his fellow sufferers; a patient af- 
Ginten, with. @ see Nowe yeas an yan 
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of that system in the oft-crowded violent 
wards during the hours of the night, con- 
sidering that the roster of employes pre- 
sents but an absurdly small number of 
night watches. We must face the issue 
squarely and not budge an inch to clamor, 

**Mechanical restraint employed by means 
of padded or pliable appliances is to. be 
looked upon as a blessing in disguise in 
treating some cases of mental aberration. 
These insane, at the time such restraint 
is called for, hardly appreciate the degrad- 
ing effect of the procedure, and proper ap- 
pliances preserve their vital energy, of 
which they are great spendthrifts. The 
necessity for individual restraint should be 
minimized, but whenever called for it 
should be resorted to without flinching. 

“The effect of witnessing the restraint of 
a patient upon his fellows who are not 
similarly afflicted is to be deplored, but 
this, while not possible with me, who am 
always crowded, may easily be avoided in 
a building suffictently large to offer oppor- 
tunities for a proper classification. 


PATIENTS CLASSIFIED, 


“At present I am only able to classify 
my patients according to their temper and 
habits, thus: The physically sick, the weak 
and filthy, the mild and clean, the aggres- 
sive and clean, the aggressive and filthy; 
which is as crude a method of classifying 
the insane as could possibly be devised. 

“I want to assure the public here that 
all my instruments of restraint are made 
of the softest leather and that I have no 
chains, manacles or handcuffs in my hos- 
pital. 

“‘An insane hospital cannot do good work 
without plenty of room. Air space and bed 
space do not fill all our wants. What we 
need is an abundance of living space, lI. e., 
elbow room. A ward crowded to overflow- 
ing by violent or aggressive cases, gives at 
all times occasion for dangerous friction, 
while it throws together patients who, by 
their training, moral habits and intellec- 
tual endowments ,are as incompatible as 
oil and water. The ideal hospital for the 
insane would be a system of cottages for 
every kind and degree of insanity. Until 
that is adopted, there will be no proper 
treatment of insane patients. 

“The question of entertainment is im- 
portant, for amusement means a great deal 
more for the insane than the sane, to 
whom applies the old saw, ‘All work and no 
play makes Jack a dull boy.’ It is not 
only intended to amuse, to break the hum- 
drum of the daily life, but it is planned 
with the intention of diverting the patients 
from themselves, of making them forget 
entirely or partially their woes and trou- 
bies, products of the imagery of a dis- 
eased brain, but as real, as true as the 
heat-giving powers of the sun are to us. 

‘In this light, we deal here with a pow- 
erful remedial agent and, as in all guch 
agents, there is danger in an underdose 
and an overdose. We have balla frequent- 
ly, but not too often and too extensively, 
because the emotions of our patients will 
not stand too great a strain. We have 
weekly parties and outings and very fre- 
quently meet for social conversation 
oftener. 

“On Christumas Eve we have a tree, from 
which presents are distributed, and no- 
body is negiected in this ceremony. Some- 
times we have a play and vaudeville at- 
tractions. Our ball room is our theater. 
We have a large stage, with five shifts of 
scenery. We have Iibraries and reading 
rocms in -.every ward, and always have 
pienty of nice books and all the dally pa- 
pers. 

“We have a nice billiard room, with @ 
good table. We also have a room for cards 
and chess. Our patienta can. get music 
from the planos or music boxes whenever 
they wish. We encourage out-door games. 
We have nice baseball and croquet grounds 
and a handsome tennis court. We have 
bammocks scattered all over the grounds 
and inviting benches adorn our lawns. Our 
forms of amusement vary, but we always 
have as much of it as our patients desire, 

“Much of the labor done about our place 
is performed by patients. It is largely vol- 
untary with them, although I suggest it 
te them on the ground that they need ex- 
ercise and that a little labor will do them 
good. We utlilze patients in the sewing 
room, garden, Kitehen and as nurses. They 
do their work remarkably well and seem 
satisfied with the praise which I bestow 
upon them, 

“There are 64 patients now under my 


care, barely nce ne nd cn

AS a general rule, I think it advisable 
to use only one cosmetic at a time. If 
creme marquise is applied there is no need 
of any other emollient, although cucumber 
milk or any s'mple lotion can be combined 
effectively. In case of tan, coarse pores 
and pimples, | would advise first of all a 
change of diet. Scorn all indigestible foods 
and avoid pastries, fats and sweets par- 
ticularly. Let fruit and vegetables pre- 
dominate, and eat plenty of crisp, green 
vegetables, such as lettuce, celery, ete. 
Drink all the fresh, pure water you can.

é ‘(; OOD roads which the English have 
constructed in India have perhaps 

done more to break down the ail- 
most insuperable barriers of caste and to 
ameliorate the condition of the masses than 
all agencies put together. 

“It cannot, of course, be justly claimed 
that good roads are original causes of civil- 
igation, for it requires public intelligence 
to appreciate their value, but they always 
promote the enlightenment which builds 
them. They are potent factors in diffusing 
the education which primarily created them, 


“In the colonial days of this country, it 
sometimes took four years to send a load of 
peltries from the trading post of St. Louls 
to England, and receive in return a stock of 
merchandise. Letters from New York to 
the same point were not infrequently from 
four to six months on the way. If these 
exceptional] conditions, due to scanty popula- 
tion and to a lack of facilities for rapid 
transportation over vast reaches of ocean 
and wilderness, had continued, the growth 
of American civilization would have been 
seriously retarded. But the authorities of 
this cuuntry early reccgnized the importance 
of good roads. Public moneys were spent 
upon the construction of turnpikes before 
appropriations were made for the improve- 
ment of our harbors. The policy of ex- 
tending our highways and railroads has 
been actively encouraged by our govern- 
ment, and vigorously carried out by the 
American people. 


“Good roads are always and everywhere 


educational. Enlightening commerce, they 
broaden the range and increase the protits 
of its exchanges; diffusing intelligence 


and the agencies of spirjtua] cultur. , they 
bear to all lands the benefits of the high- 
est civilization. 

“The economic importance of good roads 
has beap demonstrated by startling statis- 
tics If has been shown that the traction 
oree required to move OO pounds at a 
speed of three miles an hour over a level 


road of iron, asphalt, loose gravel, and soft 
sand is, respectively, 8 17, 380 and 448 
pounds. From this statement it may be 


easily inferred how costly bad roads are. 
Iron and asphalt are mentioned for the 
sake of comparison. They could not, of 
course, be used as Lhe constructive materials 
of country roads. But the difference be- 
tween good and bad roads is so great that 
the ‘cem which can only draw one ton on 
the former will, according to the character 
ot the improvement, hau! from three to five 
tons on the latter. It is estimated that the 
aggrogate cost of transportation over pub- 
lie roads of the United States is now about 
$1,000,000) a4 year. This sum is largely 
more than one-third of the productive values 
of the farms of the country. Careful caicu- 
lations indicate that fully one-half of this 
cost of haulage could be gaved by the con- 
struction of good roads. In these computa- 
tions, the saving of $50,000,000 a year is 
limited to the transportation of farm pro- 
ducts, But there would be a corresponding

are felt by every industrial interest In the 

United States. 

The improvement of our highways would 
be variously profitable. Now farmers ]0sée 
many days in the year waiting for good 
weather and dry roads. But the support 
of the men and animals is as expensive 
when they are idle as when engaged in 
lucrative work. With good roads the farm- 
ers need never lose any time. In wet weath- 
er, when they could not work on the land, 
they could carry their products to market. 
No rains would compel them to spend valu- 
able time in idleness. 

“It takes much longer time and requires 
a far greater tractive force to haul loads 
over bad roads than it would to draw heavy 
loads over good roads. The unnecessary 
Strains to which bad roads subject teams, 
harnesses and wagons are very wearing. 
Rough usage seriously injures the farmer's 
equipment. Improved highways would pre- 
vent avoidable depreciation of property and 
increase the gains of producers. 

“It is hardly worth while to bulld a few 
good highways. Systems of roads should be 
improved at the same time. A draft wagon, 
light enough to be used on muddy roads, 
could not avail itself of the full advantage 
of a rock road. The wagons used on hard 
roads weigh from 29 to 3000 pounds, and 
they carry loads or three or four tons. Such 
wagons could not be employed on soft roads, 
They would sink into the mud, and require 
as much force to move them as it would to 


haul their heaviest freight on a gravel 
road. Common and improved roads can 
not be profitably combined. What is fit for 


the one is not susted for the other. There- 
fore the main and tributary highways of 
any district sleuld all be constructed at 
once, 

“About 30 years ago the persistent solici- 
tation of some Englishmen obtained from 
the Ohinese Government a concession to 
build a model railroad. A circular track a 
few miles in extent was constructed near 
Shanghai. The highest dignitaries of the 
kingdom were invited to withness the opera- 
tion of the read. -The emperor would not 
degrade his majesty by an acceptance of a 
foreign invitation, but mandarins of exalted 
rank were present, and with robes streaming 
in the wind rode around the circuit with 
as much apparent delight as children feel 
in riding the horsese of a merry-go-round. 
The officials expressed unbounded admira- 
tion of the miracle which the foreigners had 
wrought. They would Mke to own such & 
wonderful] work. Would the Englishmen Sell 
it? As the railroad had served its only pur- 
pore a8 an object lesson, its builders were 
only too glad to dispose of the useless play- 
thing at the high price which the Chinese 
Government offered. The frst night after

But once 
masters, the Chinese showed their implac- 
able hostility to European innovations, and 
their traditional unwillingness to have the 
graves of their ancestors desecrated by the 
presence of a railroad. Such facts illustrate 
the unenlightened and unprogressive condi- 
tion of China.

As a consequence, farmers are compelled 
to bid for labor, something they have not 
had to do for many years, and they are 
having trouble tn getting help even at the 
high figures they are offering. 


One great difficulty they encounter 1s that 
the work they offer fs only for two or three 
weeks at the most, and men prefer steady 
work at less pay to a few weeks of rush 
work itn the harvest-fiel€ at a higher fig- 
ure. This they find in the factories this 
year. The consequence is that farmers are 
in vain offering as much as $ a day for 
engineers to run thrashing machines, $4 a 
day for feeders, $4 a day for sack men, 
and $2.50 and $2.25 for common harvést 
hands. 


These high prices are tempting young 
farmers from the interior of Illinois, Indi- 
ana, Wisconsin and Michigan to leave their 
homes and spend two or three months har- 
vesting in the Northwest. These are the 
men the grain farmers welcome with open 
arms. 

Harvest is now in progress on the largest 
farm on earth, the unbroken 25,000-acre 
tract of Clovis Cole, !n Madera and Fresno 
Counties, Cal. One hundred men and 250 
mules, to say nothing of the reapers, are 
engaged in this gigantic task. This im- 
mense wheat fleld consists of 39 square 
miles! You ean ride for miles and see 
nothing but wheat. If the yield ts only fair 
—30 bushels to the acre—the crop this year 
will be 750,000 bushels. Think what an army 
this amount of wheat, made into flour, 
would feed! 

Two hundred acres form a large fleld in 


the grain-zrowing States elong the Missis- 
sippi. There are some tremendous ranches 
in Texas and adjacent States, but none of 
them is devoted solely to wheat, as the 
Clovis ranch is. None of them its devoted 
solely to any one product, except cattle. 
There are cattle farms as large as Dela- 
ware, notably that of the famous Texan 
“Cattle Queen,”’ Mrs. King, who has gained 
worldwide renown for the numbers of her 
acres, fust as Clovis Cole has for his. Mrs. 
King’s ranch: could feed the American 
Army with fresh meat, and Clovis Cole 
could feed it with bread. These two people 
are the monarch bread and meat producers 
of the work.

HESE be troublous times. 
are abroad in the land No man’s 
work is safe. Even the true, the 

Beautiful and the good, like yourself, are 
mot exempt from the spollers’ hand. They 
bave stolen your “Solitude’’—for you say 
you wrote it, and I cannot doubt the word 
of a perfect lady—and now they have gob- 
bled my “Expansion,”’ butchered and flayed 
ft and sent it abroad in the land, always 
with the same title, but over a different 
signature. 

I want to relate briefiy the history cf 
these verses, for the purpose of showing 
the public how difficult it is for an author 
to prove that he wrote any certain pas- 
gage, poem or book. In fact, I believe I 
¢an show that it is impossible, at times, 
for an author to prove ownership of lit- 
erary property. Col. Joyce has claimed 
your poem. Others have asserted that it 
was written by the Princess Alexandria of 
Wales. You say you are the author of 
these lines commencing, “‘Laugh, and the 
World Laughs With You;"” that they were 
written in a New York hotel, Feburary 10, 
2983. I find them in your “Poems of Pas- 
gion,”’ copyrighted in 1888. You say you 
have the original manuscript. Yet you 
eannot prove you wrote it; after a little l 
will show you why. 

On the morning of Wednesday, Oct. 19, 
9608, I wrote 48 lines of verse, entitled “Ex- 
pansion,’ for this paper, the St. Louls Post- 
Dispatch. They werespublished that aft- 
ernoon over my nom de plume, “J..Getch- 
er Gunn.” Several metropolitan papers 
copied them and gave due credit. Then the 
thieves and butchers commenced. One of 
the first was Field and Farm, an illus- 
trated paper published in Dever, Colo, The 
editor wielded an ax, chopped out al] St. 
Zouls names, substituted Denver names 
and published the verses as original with 
his paper. Others followed suit. The verses 
went all over the country, credited, some- 
times, to this Denver paper, but rarely to 
the Post-Dispatch or the author. More 
often they were not credited at all, thus 
leaving the impression that they were orig- 
final with the paper in which they ap- 
peared. 

On the Fourth of July, this year, Benja- 
min H. Ridgely, United States Consul at 
Geneva, Switzerland, made a postprandial 
@peech to a crowd of American banqueters 
in that city. His theme was territorial ex- 
pansion. This speech, a little more than 
@ column in length, was published by the 
Geneva Anglo-Swiss Times and was repro- 
duced in this country July % by the Cour- 
jer-Journal of Louisville, Ky., where Mr. 
Ridgely lives when at home. From this ar- 
ticle I quote: 


Plagiarists 


In this connection, since the question of 
expansion bas drifted into my dissertation, 
I am reminded that the question has a bu- 
morous side as well as a dramatic and se- 
rious one. This idea is so well expressed 
in some verses written by a witty gen- 
tleman in St. Louls, and which have just 
been placed in my hands by a friend, that 
I cannot resist the desire te read them to 
you. 


Mr. Ridgely then read as follows:

I'm sorry now I wrote it. 

The dialect is very bad. I will admit 
that without argument. It sounds like 
‘“ragtime’’ to me now; but it was the best 
I could do for a hurry up job at 8 a. m. 
I wish Mr. Du Bois joy of his bid for 
fame. 

Some day, in case the issue of territor- 
jal expansion shall survive, numberless 
“littery’’ fends wlll be springing old scrap 
books on me to prove that James T, Du 
Bols wrote “Expansion.’’ I will know that 
he did not: but how will I be able to prove 
that I was the author? 

In such a case it would be impossible. 
The original manuscript was destroyed. A 
typewritten copy of the original was sent 
to the printer to be put into type. The 
verses were not passed on by the editorial 
critic until they were in type. Nobody 
could swear that the typewritten copy was 
prepared by me. It was destroyed long 
ago. I have nothing except the prevailing 
belief among my fellow-workers, the files 
of the paper and the signature to show that 
I wrote the verses in question. Even should 
I produce these, some antiquarian would 
come forward with a mildewed copy 
of verses, claiming to be the original, writ- 
ten before expansion became a national! is- 
sue, even before the war with Spain was 
fought, and swear that they wer: re 
duct of the brain of James T. Du Bots. 

But no matter. I only hope I will be able 
by that time, as you are now, to offer $5000 
for proof that I am not the author of those 
verses. 


I will invest the money in rubber con- 
sciences for gratuitous distribution among 
aspiring writers who are willing to steal, 
but cannot originate. 

A)jl these remarks simply go to show that 
it is hard—aimost impossible—for a man to 
prove ownership of literary work. You 
might declare 10,000 times that you wrote 
“Solitude,” and even produce the original 
manuscript, as you have done: yet, now 
that doubt has been raised in every corner 
of the land by Col. Joyce's ciaim to the 
verses, no kind of argument you could pos- 
sibly make, no proof you could »wasibly of- 
fer, could convince a part of the pubiic that 
you are not a thief. You say you ‘rote 
‘sSolitude;’’ doubtless you did; but you can’t 
prove it.

PLAN TO KILL 
WATER LILIES IN RIVERS 


HE WATER LILY, or hyacinth, @s an 
'T obstructor of navigation is doomed. 
Beautiful though it tis, it is a per- 
petual menace to steamboats and canal 
| boats in Southern Louisiana and Florida. 


After studying the subject for several 
years, C. Harvesta of New Orleans has in- 
vented a chemical compound which is sure 
death to the water lily. When sprayed 
over the plant it is rapidly absorbed and 
quickly works its way to the bulb and 
roots and kills plant, roots, seed and all 
(in a phenomenally short space of time. 


' 

' Mr Harvesta’s first work was to convince 
the world that his discovery would exter- 
| minate the water pest, and he called upon 
| Commissioner of Public Works McGary of 
Loulsiana and asked permission to rid one 
of the drainage canals of its green but 
harmful growth. They selected a portion 
of the Melpomene tail race, which was so 
thickly massed with water Illies that by 
placing planks on the plant one could safely 
cross the canal. Mr. Harvesta sent two 
men with a spraying outfit and a tank of 
his compound to the place. They worked 
but a few hours on the 300 yards of canal 
allotted to them and returned to the city. 


Three days thereafter the effect of their 
work was more than apparent. It was 
wonderfully successful, for the plants had 
shrunk and died and were but a mass of 
brown and decomposing vegetable matter. 
In five days this mass had become so de- 
composed and disintegrated that the whole 
had floated down with the current and 
covered but scant 26 square yards. 


Before the application of the compound 
this portion of the canal contained over 
10,000 square feet of solidly packed water 
lilies. 

The composition of the compound Is known 
only to Mr. Harvesta and his associates. 
They say that it is perfectly harmless, so 
far as anything other than growing veg- 
etable matter is concerned. It will not in- 
jure seasoned wood or metals and one could 
wash hands and _face in it wi nthout injury.

The British Government, for its great or- 
dinance map of England, Wales and Scot- 
land, required even a longer time. Both 
countries might be hidden away within the 
boundary lines of some of the States, but 
work is performed more rapidly in this 
country. 

The geologic atlas of the United States is 
the final form of publication of topographic 
and geologic maps, and the basis for geo- 
graphic maps. Under the plan adopted the 
entire area of the country is divided into 


small quadrangular districts called quad- | 


rangles, bounded by certain meridians and 
parallels, each quadrangle being designated 
by the name of a principal town or some 
permanent natural feature within it. The 
map is published in atlas sheets correspond- 
ing to the quadrangles, each sheet covering 
one-sixteenth, one-fourth or the whole of a 
geographic degree according as the scale is 
one, two or four miles to the inch, the scale 
varying with the character of the country. 
Each sheet is 17% Inches in height and 
from 11% to 16 inches wide, the latter vary- 
ing with the latitude. 

Upon the sheet every road, trail and path, 
every stream in all its curvings, every 
mountain, hill and elevation, every city, 
town and village, are shown witha mi- 
nuteness of detail not possible save in a 
work of such magnitude. The surface ele- 
vations are shown by brown contour lines 
and numbers; water features are shown tn 
blue, and cities, towns, railroads, roads, 
etc., are indicated by appropriate signs in 
black. Astronomical knowledge, mathe- 
matics of a high order, skill and photog- 
raphy and an unusual amount of Physical
